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LIBRARIAN’S  REPORT. 


In  presenting  the  sixteenth  biennial  report  of  this  department 
it  is  proper  to  invite  attention  to  the  steady  growth  and  increasing 
usefulness  of  the  state  library.  The  total  number  of  books  in  the 
library  June  30,  1908,  was  69,309 — an  increase  of  6203  volumes 
over  the  number  reported  June  30,  1906.  The  additions  embraced 
3396  law  books,  119  medical  books  and  2688  miscellaneous  books 
and  pamphlets.  This  is  the  largest  increase  the  library  has  made 
in  any  biennial  period,  with  the  single  exception  of  the  years 
1901-02,  when  there  was  an  unusually  large  accession  of  miscel- 
laneous books.  The  additions  to  the  library  since  1870,  when  the 
first  report  was  made,  are  shown  in  the  following  table :

By  classes,  the  library  now  contains  41,889  law  books,  3345  medical 
books  and  21,075  miscellaneous  books  and  pamphlets,  making  up 
the  total  of  69,309.  These  figures  do  not  include  the  books  in  the  de- 
partment of  the  Kansas  Traveling  Libraries  Commission,  an  adjunct 
of  the  state  library.  Combining  the  books  in  the  traveling-library 
department  with  those  in  the  state  library  proper,  the  grand  total 
would  be  97,809.  Using  this  number  as  a basis,  not  more  than  ten 
state  libraries  have  a larger  collection  of  books  than  Kansas.

THE  SHELDON  MEDICAL  COLLECTION. 

Four  years  ago  there  was  added  to  the  state  library  a consider- 
able number  of  medical  books,  comprising  the  private  library  of 
Dr.  Silas  E.  Sheldon,  a prominent  physician  and  citizen  of  Topeka, 
who  died  April  19,  1900.  These  books  came  as  a gift  from  his 
widow,  Mrs.  Ann  Eliza  Sheldon,  to  be  the  nucleus  of  a more  com- 
plete library  of  medical  and  historical  works  in  memory  of  her  hus- 
band, and  as  a tribute  to  his  noble  profession.  Mrs.  Sheldon  died 
August  24,  1908,  and  in  furtherance  of  her  purpose  bequeathed  to 
the  Kansas  state  library  the  sum  of  $1000,  to  be  used  in  augment- 
ing its  collection  of  medical  works. 

Mrs.  Sheldon  was  sixty-eight  years  old  at  the  time  of  her  death, 
and  had  resided  in  Topeka  for  forty-two  years.  She  was  formerly 
Miss  Ann  Eliza  Ball,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio.  In  1866  she  was  married 
to  Silas  E.  Sheldon  and  came  with  him  to  Kansas  where  they  had 
planned  to  make  their  home.  Doctor  Sheldon  opened  a private 
hospital  in  Topeka  and  was  a successful  practitioner,  a public- 
spirited  and  useful  citizen.  Mrs.  Sheldon  shared  the  good  fortune 
of  her  husband  during  their  long  residence  in  Topeka,  and  was 
prominent  for  many  years  in  the  church  and  charitable  work  of  the 
city  and  state. 
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TRAVELING  LIBRARIES. 


As  previously  stated,  the  books  in  the  traveling  library  now 
number  28,500.  These  are  made  up  in  small  libraries  of  50  volumes 
each,  of  which  804  were  circulated  during  the  past  two  years.  Full 
details  of  the  traveling  library  work  will  be  found  in  another  part 
of  this  report.  The  statistics  of  traveling  library  work  in  the  sev- 
eral states  where  the  system  is  in  operation  are  shown  in  the  fol- 
lowing table,  the  figures  being  for  the  year  1907.  They  show 
Kansas  to  be  second  in  circulation,  third  in  number  of  stations, 
fourth  in  number  of  volumes  and  libraries,  and  fifth  in  amount 
spent  for  books:

APLINGTON  ART  GALLERY. 

The  care  and  management  of  the  Aplington  Art  Gallery  have 
been  transferred  to  the  Kansas  Traveling  Libraries  Commission, 
and  the  collection  of  pictures  bearing  that  title  and  perpetuating 
the  name  of  the  donor,  Mrs.  Kate  A.  Aplington,  of  Council  Grove, 
Kan.,  are  now  a part  of  the  educational  possessions  of  the  state. 
The  act  providing  for  this  transfer  was  passed  by  the  legislature  in 
1907,  in  the  following  form: 

Whereas,  The  Kansas  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs  has  made  an  exten- 
sive and  valuable  collection  of  carbon  photographic  reproductions  of  the 
world’s  famous  paintings,  known  as  the  Aplington  Art  Gallery;  and 
Whereas,  This  art  gallery  has  been  and  is  of  marked  educative  value  to 
every  community  where  it  has  been  exhibited  and  should  have  a wider 
circulation  than  it  can  possibly  have  under  the  present  management;  and 
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Whereas,  The  Kansas  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs  has  generously  placed 
this  art  collection,  valued  at  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  at  the 
disposal  of  the  state  (stipulating  only  that  it  shall  retain  its  name  as 
“The  Aplington  Art  Gallery’’  in  honor  of  the  noble  Kansas  woman  wha 
fashioned  the  idea  and  made  the  collection),  and  that  it  shall  be  given 
the  widest  possible  circulation  amongst  the  people  of  the  state:  there- 
fore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas\: 

Section  1.  That  the  state  of  Kansas  accepts  the  proffer  made  by  the 
Kansas  Federation  of  Womens’  Clubs,  and  takes  the  collection  of  carbon 
photographic  reproductions  of  the  world’s  famous  paintings  for  circulation 
amongst  and  for  the  use  of  the  people  of  the  state ; provided,  that  the  col- 
lection shall  be  marked  and  known  as  “The  Aplington  Art  Gallery.” 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Aplington  Art  Gallery  is  hereby  constituted  a part  of 
the  Kansas  traveling  libraries,  and  is  placed  under  the  direction  and  control 
of  the  Kansas  Traveling  Libraries  Commission,  with  the  same  powers,  du- 
ties and  restrictions  as  are  provided  for  the  care,  circulation  and  distribution 
of  books  belonging  to  the  traveling  libraries  by  chapter  163,  Laws  of  1899. 

Acting  under  the  above  law  the  Traveling  Libraries  Commission 
is  now  prepared  to  send  traveling  art  galleries  to  schools,  clubs  and 
other  Kansas  organizations  desiring  them.  At  present  four  collec- 
tions are  offered,  viz. : Italian,  Dutch  and  Flemish,  French,  Eng- 
lish. A partial  German  collection  is  also  available  and  an  American 
collection  is  in  preparation. 


SUPREME  COURT  REPORTS. 

In  September,  1905,  the  justices  of  the  supreme  court,  acting  in 
the  capacity  of  directors  of  the  state  library,  ordered  that  the 
edition  of  the  Kansas  Supreme  Court  Reports  be  increased  from 
1000  to  1500  copies,  the  increase  to  begin  with  volume  70.  The 
sales  of  supreme  court  reports  for  the  two  years  ending  June  30, 
1908,  were  as  follows:

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SESSION  LAWS. 

A peculiar  condition  exists  in  regard  to  the  Kansas  Session 
Laws.  The  act  concerning  their  publication  provides  for  the  dis- 
tribution to  members  of  the  legislature  and  county  and  township 
officers  of  more  copies  than  are  printed  by  the  state.  No  copies 
have  been  available  for  sale  to  attorneys  throughout  the  state  who 
Teally  have  need  for  them.  In  1903  and  1905  an  edition  was 
printed  by  a private  publishing  house  to  meet  the  demand  above 
the  number  printed  by  the  state.  In  1907  the  committee  on  ways 
and  means  provided  in  the  appropriation  bill  that  1000  copies  of 
the  laws  of  that  year  be  furnished  to  the  state  librarian  for  sale  to 
the  public  at  two  dollars  per  copy.  Following  the  special  session 
of  1908  there  was  another  privately  printed  edition  of  the  laws  of 
that  year,  the  legislature  having  failed  to  provide  any  sale  copies. 

I suggest  that  the  law  relating  to  the  Session  Laws  be  so 
amended  as  to  provide  a sufficient  number  of  copies  to  accommo- 
date attorneys  and  other  persons  who  are  keeping  up  complete  sets 
of  the  Session  Laws  and  are  willing  to  pay  for  the  continuations. 
I estimate  that  the  printing  by  the  state  of  800  copies  in  addition 
to  the  number  now  provided  by  law  will  meet  the  public  demand, 
if  the  additional  copies  be  delivered  to  the  librarian  or  secretary  of 
state  for  sale  purposes. 

Under  the  special  arrangement  made  in  1907  the  librarian  re- 
ceived 1000  copies  of  the  Session  Laws  of  that  year,  of  which  524 
copies  have  been  sold  at  two  dollars  each,  as  shown  in  the  follow- 
ing statement:

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BINDING. 

It  has  long  been  the  custom  in  this  state  to  have  the  supreme- 
court  reports  and  the  biennial  Session  Laws  bound  in  sheep.  Be- 
ginning with  volume  74  of  the  Supreme  Court  Reports  and  the 
1907  Session  Laws  a change  was  made  to  buckram,  upon  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  State  Printing  Board.  For  the  past  two  years 
the  rebinding  of  law  books  in  the  state  library  has  also  been  done 
in  buckram,  and  the  fact  seems  to  be  well  established  in  this  lim- 
ited experience  that  a good  quality  of  buckram  binding  is  more 
durable  and  less  expensive  than  sheepskin,  and  this  becomes  es- 
pecially true  when  the  inferior  grade  of  the  ordinary  commercial 
sheepskin  is  taken  into  consideration.  Nearly  all  of  the  publishers 
of  law  books  now  furnish  their  publications  in  either  law  sheep  or 
cloth  binding,  as  the  purchaser  may  prefer,  and  the  demand  for  the- 
cloth  binding  is  steadily  increasing.  Publishers  in  all  parts  of  the 
country  report  that  they  are  having  great  difficulty  in  procuring  first- 
grade  skins  for  sheep  binding,  and  recommend  a more  general  use 
of  cloth  or  buckram  covers  for  law  books  as  being  stronger  than 
sheepskin  and  unaffected  as  to  color  and  durability  by  gas,  at- 
mosphere, or  climatic  conditions. 

Bearing  upon  this  subject,  I quote  the  following  from  the  report 
of  the  binding  committee  appointed  within  the  past  year  by  the 
American  Association  of  Law  Libraries: 

“The  United  States  has  lately  conducted  a most  elaborate  set  of 
experiments  on  book  cloths.  The  results  of  these  experiments 
have  been  submitted  to  a committee  of  experts  representing  both 
the  library  and  binding  interests  of  the  various  departments  and 
the  American  Library  Association.  A standard  book-cloth  has 
been  chosen,  and  the  numbered  series  so  long  known  as  the  sheep- 
bound  set  of  United  States  documents  will  soon  be  known  as  the 
cloth-bound  set.  The  report  of  the  committee  has  not  been  made 
public,  but  this  adoption  of  a standard  book  cloth  by  the  govern- 
ment will  help  us  in  our  work  most  decidedly. 

“The  two  main  kinds  of  cloth  used  in  law  binding  are  buckram 
and  duck.  The  buckram,  English  and  American  cotton  and  linen, 
can  be  had  in  half  a dozen  or  a dozen  different  shades  of  color  and 
in  as  many  different  weights  and  degrees  of  finish.  Duck,  while 
stronger  than  buckram,  has  not  yet  been  finished  smooth  so  as  to 
take  gilding  and  lettering  upon  the  surface  in  a satisfactory  man- 
ner. These  materials  are  all  subject  to  the  laws  of  demand  and 
supply.  If  sufficient  demand  is  made  the  want  will  be  supplied. 
Any  of  these  cloths,  as  above  mentioned,  are  superior  to  the  com- 
mon law  sheep  or  skiver,  as  put  upon  our  law  reports  at  this  pres- 
ent day.” 
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LEGISLATIVE  REFERENCE  DEPARTMENT. 

To  the  fullest  extent  possible  with  the  means  at  its  command 
the  state  library  has  endeavored  to  provide  material  and  personal 
assistance  to  the  members  of  the  legislature  in  the  preparation  of 
bills  and  the  collecting  of  information  relating  to  public  questions. 
This  assistance  has  not  been  adequate,  and  ought  to  be  increased. 
I therefore  recommend  the  enactment  of  a law  by  the  incoming 
legislature  to  establish  a legislative  reference  department  in  the 
state  library,  and  to  provide  it  with  the  necessary  employees  and 
funds  to  make  it  efficient  and  serviceable. 

I estimate  that  such  a department  will  require  an  annual  ex- 
penditure of  $5000,  to  be  divided  as  follows:  Salary  of  legislative 
reference  librarian,  $1500;  salary  of  cataloguer,  $1000;  salary  of 
stenographer,  $900;  expense  of  new  material  and  periodicals  for 
the  library,  $900;  expense  of  filing- cases  and  card-catalogue  case, 
$400;  incidental  expenses,  $300. 

With  this  addition  to  the  present  appropriation  and  library  force, 
it  would  be  possible  in  two  years  to  catalogue  the  material  now  on 
hand  in  the  library,  make  necessary  additions  to  the  document  and 
periodical  divisions,  and  bring  the  entire  library  into  convenient 
form  for  reference  and  use.  Every  state  that  has  adopted  the 
legislative  reference  plan  is  pleased  with  it,  and  the  reports  show 
that  it  has  been  helpful  to  the  lawmakers,  the  state  officials  and 
the  general  public  to  an  extent  not  to  be  measured  by  its  small 
cost  to  the  taxpayer.  After  the  system  shall  become  well  established 
it  is  probable  that  the  annual  expense  thereof  will  diminish  rather 
than  increase,  for  the  reason  that  much  of  the  needed  material  will 
have  been  accumulated  in  a few  years,  and  the  other  items  of  ex- 
pense can  be  reduced.  The  cooperative  work  of  the  several  state 
libraries  will  also  tend  to  decrease  the  total  expense  to  each.  The 
Kansas  State  Library  is  at  this  time  exchanging  legislative  material 
with  twenty  other  libraries,  and  ultimately  the  exchange  will  be 
extended  to  all. 

There  are  private  firms  already  in  the  field  with  ample  facilities 
for  gathering  legislative  material  and  furnishing  it  to  libraries  at 
the  minimum  of  cost.  As  a rule  the  same  subjects  are  up  for  con- 
sideration in  most  of  the  states  at  the  same  time,  and  full  informa- 
tion respecting  these  subjects  can  be  collected  and  duplicated  to 
all  of  the  libraries  desiring  it.  During  the  past  year  the  Index 
Bureau  of  New  York  offered  to  furnish  to  each  state  library  a card 
notification  of  the  introduction,  passage  by  either  house,  and  final 
disposition  of  all  important  measures  of  general  interest  in  all  the 
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states  of  the  Union  and  in  Congress,  at  an  expense  for  the  year  of 
$100  to  each  library  ordering  the  service.  Under  this  proposition 
each  library  would  receive  a card  of  regular  catalogue  size  for  every 
bill  of  importance  introduced  in  any  of  the  legislatures  or  in  Con- 
gress, the  card  to  contain  a brief  statement  indicating  the  nature 
of  the  bill,  in  what  house  it  was  introduced,  the  name  of  the  intro- 
ducer, and  its  time  of  introduction.  If  the  bill  should  be  passed 
by  either  the  house  or  senate  an  additional  card  would  be  furnished 
in  each  instance,  to  be  followed  by  another  notification  in  the 
event  that  the  bill  becomes  a law  or  is  vetoed.  Copies  of  the  bills 
could  also  be  obtained  if  desired,  together  with  newspaper  clip- 
pings of  committee  hearings  and  of  discussions  in  the  legislatures, 
and  extracts  from  the  regular  and  special  messages  of  the  govern- 
ors. When  perfected,  these  index  and  clipping  bureaus  will  per- 
form a service  to  the  various  libraries  with  greater  discrimination 
and  less  expense  than  the  work  can  be  done  in  any  other  way. 

At  present  not  more  than  half  of  the  state  libraries  are  exchang- 
ing current  legislative  matter,  but  those  in  which  the  system  has 
been  adopted  are  receiving  great  benefit  from  it.  The  following 
letter  recently  received  at  the  Kansas  State  Library  from  the  state 
librarian  of  Indiana  shows  how  the  exchange  of  such  documents 
can  be  made  mutually  valuable : 

“Dear  Sir — Can  this  library  be  of  any  assistance  to  you  in 
legislative  reference  for  the  coming  session  ? We  find  that  copies 
of  bills  introduced  elsewhere  are  of  great  value  to  legislators  in  the 
study  of  the  subjects  before  them,  and  we  would  wish  to  furnish 
you  with  copies  of  bills  introduced  here  in  return  for  the  same 
favor  from  you.  The  subjects  we  would  be  particularly  interested 
in  are  the  following : Depository  for  public  funds ; railroads,  es- 
pecially passenger  fares,  demurrage  and  anti-pass ; inheritance  tax  ; 
insurance;  roads;  ditches;  liquor  laws,  especially  license  and  local 
option  provisions;  child  labor;  primary  elections;  banking;  civil 
service.” 

Other  libraries  have  sent  requests  for  bills  or  other  documents 
relating  to  public  utilities,  guaranty  of  bank  deposits,  agricultural 
education,  divorce,  city  government,  high  schools,  pure  food,  initia- 
tive and  referendum,  bucket-shops,  abuse  of  the  right  of  appeal, 
hours  of  labor,  fire-escapes,  land  registration,  .comparative  negli- 
gence, automobiles,  pool  selling,  commercial  discrimination,  exclu- 
sive contracts,  and  various  other  subjects  upon  which  legislation 
has  been  enacted  or  is  proposed.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are 
40,000  different  bills  offered  in  the  various  legislatures  during  a 
single  session.  Of  these  it  is  probable  that  not  more  than  1500  are 
of  uniform  interest  to  the  people  of  all  the  states  ai.id  territories,  so 
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that  it  is  possible  for  each  librarian  to  collect  such  bills  as  are  ap- 
plicable to  the  situation  in  his  own  state  and.  index  them  for  the 
benefit  of  his  patrons. 

If  deemed  advisable  the  legislative  reference  department  can  be 
so  elaborated  as  to  provide  expert  assistance  in  the  preparation  of 
bills,  comparing  them  with  the  laws  of  other  states  and  passing 
upon  their  merits  as  public  measures  in  a legal  and  technical  way. 
This  method  has  already  been  adopted  in  some  of  the  older  states 
like  New  York  and  Wisconsin.  It  may  not  be  necessary  in  the 
smaller  states.  The  librarians  of  the  country  are  not  agreed  as  to 
the  feasibility  or  justice  of  such  a censorship  of  legislation,  many 
of  them  claiming  that  it  should  not  be  the  province  of  a library  to 
suggest  or  originate  legislation,  but  that  its  function  should  be 
limited  to  providing  reliable  information— all  that  can  be  obtained 
—for  the  guidance  of  those  who  are  entrusted  with  the  duty  of 
making  and  interpreting  laws  for  the  government  of  the  people. 
On  the  other  hand,  it  is  pointed  out  that  one  feature  of  American 
legislation  about  which  we  are  most  criticized  is  the  crude  and  ir- 
responsible manner  in  which  bills  are  prepared  and  submitted  to 
our  legislative  bodies,  and  the  haste  with  which  they  are  enacted 
into  laws.  Nearly  every  member  comes  up  to  the  capital  with  a 
bill  or  two  in  his  pocket,  framed  generally  without  reference  to 
existing  laws.  It  has  been  said  that  anybody  can  draw  a bill 
and  that  he  usually  does  draw  one.  It  may  strain  every  cable  hav- 
ing its  anchorage  in  the  constitution,  but  that  does  not  matter,  and 
while  intended  for  some  definite  purpose  may  be  very  indefinite 
and  ambiguous  in  stating  it,  hence  requiring  endless  construc- 
tion by  the  courts  and  causing  delay  and  expense  to  the  parties 
affected  by  it. 

Mr.  Bryce,  in  his  American  Commonwealth , mentions  this  fault 
and  contrasts  with  it  the  English  system:  “In  England,  govern- 
ment bills  are  prepared  by  the  official  government  draftsmen,  two 
eminent  lawyers,  with  several  assistants,  who  constitute  an  office 
for  this  purpose.”  The  result  is  that  the  bills  are  properly  pre- 
pared, and  the  English  statutes  are  models  for  clearness.  By  way 
of  criticism  Mr.  Bryce  says:  “Here  there  does  not  exist,  either 
among  the  executive  departments,  or  in  connection  with  Congress, 
any  legal  office  charged  with  the  duty  of  preparing  bills,  or  of  see- 
ing that  the  form  in  which  they  pass  is  technically  satisfactory.” 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  so-called  legislative  reference  department  to 
remedy  this  defect,  so  far  as  it  may  apply  to  state  legislation,  not 
only  by  providing  the  member  with  complete  knowledge  of  the  sub- 
-2 
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ject  he  is  considering,  but  also  by  assisting  him  in  comparing  his 
measure  with  laws  already  enacted  or  pending  in  other  bodies. 
This  plan  has  already  been  amplified  in  Wisconsin,  New  York  and 
other  states  to  the  extent  of  rendering  expert  assistance  in  the 
preparation  of  bills  and  in  harmonizing  conflicting  views  upon 
questions  which  are  before  the  legislators  for  consideration.  In 
New  York,  Wisconsin,  Indiana,  Nebraska,  and,  in' fact,  wherever 
tried,  the  plan  finds  general  favor.  Not  all  of  the  states  having  a 
legislative  reference  department  at  the  capital  go  to  the  extent  of 
preparing  bills  upon  subjects  submitted  by  legislators,  some  of 
them  being  confined  to  the  work  of  furnishing  the  best  available 
information  concerning  a given  subject,  leaving  the  member  to  pre- 
pare his  bill  in  accordance  with  his  own  views  and  purposes  after 
digesting  the  information  obtained  in  the  library. 

It  is  undeniable  that  there  is  a field  for  the  legislative  reference 
department  in  every  state  library,  either  by  creating  a special  de- 
partment or  elaborating  the  work  of  the  regular  library  force.  The 
main  object  in  view  in  establishing  a state  library  was  to  afford  col- 
lected information  to  state  officers,  the  legislature  and  the  courts. 
It  was  intended  to  be  a reference  library,  legislative  and  otherwise, 
for  the  assistance  of  public  officials  iu  the  discharge  of  their  du- 
ties. That  is  the  service  it  is  expected  to  do,  and  should  be  re- 
quired to  do,  whether  a special  legislative  department  be  created  or 
not.  The  reason  why  the  average  state  library  has  been  deficient 
in  this  respect  is,  that  it  has  not  received  appropriations  large 
enough  to  enable  it  to  purchase  needed  material  and  employ  expert 
help,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  in  many  of  the  states  this 
policy  no  longer  obtains  and  that  the  libraries  are  being  supported 
with  more  liberality  than  before  and  with  a better  understanding 
of  the  purposes  they  are  to  serve. 


PERIODICAL  SETS. 

The  library  has  recently  increased  its  volume  of  periodicals  and 
magazines  by  the  purchase  of  a number  of  standard  sets,  of  both 
domestic  and  foreign  publication.  This  is  a valuable  and  much- 
used  section  of  the  library  and  should  be  added  to  from  year  to 
year  to  as  full  an  extent  as  the  funds  will  permit.  Many  of  the 
standard  publications  are  annually  increasing  in  cost  and  becoming 
more  and  more  difficult  to  procure  in  complete  form.  They  are  of 
great  service  to  students  of  political  science  and  economy  and  con- 
tain reviews  and  statistical  information  not  to  be  found  elsewhere. 
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The  work  of  the  schools  and  clubs  has  greatly  stimulated  the  use 
of  periodicals  in  the  reference  department  of  the  library.  In  them 
are  found  the  latest  and  best  expressions  of  thought  concerning  the 
essential  problems  of  the  day — what  Browning  calls  “the  veritable 
business  of  mankind.”

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FIFTH  BIENNIAL  REPORT  OF  THE  KANSAS  TRAVEL- 
INGS LIBRARIES  COMMISSION. 


Topeka,  Kan.,  June  30,  1908. 

The  traveling  libraries  are  now  more  largely  in  use  than  ever 
before  and  the  interest  in  them  continues  to  increase.  From  a 
collection  of  3000  volumes  and  thirty-four  of  the  shipping  cases 
donated  by  the  club-women  of  Kansas,  the  system  has  grown  to  a 
flourishing  state  institution  with  almost  30,000  books  and  450  of 
the  little  traveling  library  trunks. 

The  circulation  of  the  traveling  libraries  is  greater  in  the  eastern 
than  in  the  western  part  of  the  state,  for  the  obvious  reason  that 
there  are  more  people  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  state.  However, 
every  county  in  the  state,  except  Stanton  and  Morton,  has  been 
reached  by  the  libraries.  Recent  correspondence  with  these  two 
counties  indicates  that  they  will  not  long  be  without  the  libraries. 

No  one  can  realize  the  great  value  of  these  collections  of  books 
to  the  rural  readers  as  well  as  to  the  public  generally.  A few  ex- 
tracts from  two  months’  recent  reports  will  show  the  spirit  in  which 
the  libraries  are  received : 

Smith  Center  says  : “ Splendid  selection  and  read  by  above  100 
people  and  liked  by  all.  The  boys  extend  a special  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  librarian  who  helped  Mrs.  and  Miss  Dean  select  the  books.” 
Wellington  : “We  are  very  well  pleased  with  the  library.” 

Baxter  Springs:  “This  library  is  an  especially  fine  one;  hardly 
a poor  book  in  it.” 

Aliceville : “All  well  pleased  and  anxious  for  more  books.” 
Almena:  “We  liked  your  books  very  much;  considered  them 
the  best  selections  yet  received.” 

Crawford:  “Were  well  pleased  with  the  books.” 

Manhattan:  “Our  folks  are  very  much  pleased  with  the  books 
in  general.”

Atwood:  “Please  send  us  another  trunk  of  good  books  like  the 
last.”

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Bennington:  “Interest  in  library  seems  to  increase.  Younger 
boys  and  girls  are  now  reading.” 

Centralia:  “ Well  pleased  with  the  books.  Trust  our  next  case 
will  be  as  pleasing  to  the  readers.” 

Emporia  Missionary  Society:  “Very  helpful;  a good  selection.” 
Effingham:  “Very  helpful.” 

Fellsburg:  “This  library  has  been  the  source  of  much  pleasure 
to  the  neighborhood.” 

Great  Bend:  “We  have  received  much  benefit  from  the  library.” 
Iola:  “We  all  enjoyed  the  library  very  much  and  expect  to  get 
another  this  fall.” 

Jewell  City:  “We  were  greatly  pleased  with  the  selection  sent 
us.” 

Kirwin:  “We  enjoyed  the  library  very  much  and  consider  this 
a very  good  selection  of  books.” 

Lyons:  “This  little  library  has  been  liked  very  much  and  has 
been  a great  help  to  us.” 

Lincoln:  “We  found  the  library  very  helpful  in  our  club  work.” 
Lakin:  “This  library  is  somewhat  above  the  standard  of  those 
received  in  the  past,  and  was  appreciated.” 

Minneola:  “Books  were  appreciated  very  much.” 

Pleasanton:  “We  have  enjoyed  the  little  library  very  much.” 
Plainville:  “This  library  gave  good  satisfaction.” 

There  are  no  fixed  libraries  sent  out  by  the  Commission,  each 
library  being  made  up  when  it  is  ordered,  with  the  exception  of 
four  German  libraries,  which  have  been  recently  acquired.  Every 
library  as  it  comes  in  is  unpacked  and  placed  on  the  shelves.  This 
method  involves  much  more  labor  than  the  unit  system,  but  is  con- 
sidered to  be  more  satisfactory.  The  Commission  desires  that  only 
the  highest  grade  of  books  shall  circulate  through  the  medium  of 
the  traveling  library,  and  will  therefore  consider  it  a favor  if  pa- 
trons finding  any  undesirable  or  questionable  books  will  report  the 
fact  to  the  secretary  or  Commission,  that  the  same  may  be  carefully 
examined  and  a decision  made  as  to  their  further  circulation. 

The  traveling  library  at  the  beginning  occupied  a small  room 
adjoining  the  state  library.  Over  four  years  ago  it  was  moved  into 
rooms  on  the  basement  floor  of  the  capitol,  in  the  south  wing. 
About  a year  ago  another  move  was  made,  from  the  south  wing 
into  the  west  wing.  This  gave  room  for  the  shelving  of  several 
thousand  more  volumes  than  the  old  quarters  afforded,  more  room 
for  storing  the  trunks  when  not  in  use,  and  also  for  packing,  un- 
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packing  and  repairing  the  books.  We  now  have  shelf-room  for 
between  7000  and  8000  books. 

The  plan  followed  in  making  up  the  traveling  libraries  has  been 
the  selection  of  books  from  the  miscellaneous  collection  to  as  nearly 
as  possible  fill  the  lists  submitted  by  patrons.  Where  no  list  is 
furnished  an  attempt  is  made  to  send  a selection  of  books  suitable 
to  the  needs  of  the  readers  ordering.  This  is  in  many  cases  most 
difficult  without  any  knowledge  of  the  tastes  of  those  ordering  or 
of  the  books  which  they  already  have  at  their  command.  This 
system  involves  vastly  more  labor  than  the  unit  or  fixed-group  plan 
in  use  in  many  states.  Then,  too,  under  the  fixed-group  plan  a 
most  desirable  selection  of  books  may  be  placed  in  every  library. 
But  it  has  been  the  experience  of  many  librarians  of  traveling  li- 
braries that  books  selected  for  general  use  will  not  be  read  as  are 
the  books  selected  by  the  readers  themselves. 

In  the  annual  report  for  1907  of  the  New  Jersey  Public  Library 
Commission  they  report  a change  from  the  old  fixed-group  system 
to  that  of  choosing  the  books  for  the  applicants.  One  of  the  diffi- 
culties encountered  in  making  up  libraries  for  stations  which  have 
been  ordering  them  for  years  is  the  omission  of  lists  by  those  or- 
dering. Where,  for  example,  a town  which  has  already  had  two  or 
three  dozen  libraries  orders  two  or  three  new  libraries  and  sends  no 
lists,  it  means  the  resurrection  of  from  twenty-five  to  thirty-five  old 
lists  of  fifty  titles  each,  and  the  discarding  of  probably  half  of  the 
books  selected  for  their  libraries,  or  if  this  care  is  not  taken  they 
may  receive  many  duplicates.  The  only  remedy  is  for  those  order- 
ing to  send  long  lists  of  books,  giving  first  and  second  choice,  if 
they  desire.

THE  APLINGTON  ART  GALLERY. 

The  collection  of  pictures  known  as  the  Aplington  Art  Gallery 
has  been  placed  under  the  care  and  management  of  the  Kansas 
Traveling  Libraries  Commission.  These  pictures  were  accumu- 
lated by  the  Kansas  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs,  aided  by  per- 
sonal contributions  from  Mrs.  Kate  A.  Aplington,  of  Council  Grove, 
Kan.  The  collection  was  offered  to  the  state,  and  accepted  by  the 
legislature  of  1907  in  the  following  enactment : 

Section  1.  That  the  state  of  Kansas  accepts  the  proffer  made  by  the 
Kansas  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs,  and  takes  the  carbon  photographic 
reproductions  of  the  world’s  famous  paintings  for  circulation  amongst  and  for 
the  use  of  the  people  of  the  state ; provided,  that  the  collection  shall  be 
marked  and  known  as  the  “Aplington  Art  Gallery.” 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Aplington  Art  Gallery  is  hereby  constituted  a part  of 
the  Kansas  traveling  libraries,  and  is  placed  under  the  direction  and  control 
of  the  Kansas  Traveling  Libraries  Commission,  with  the  same  power,  duties 
and  restrictions  as  are  provided  for  the  care,  circulation  and  distribution  of 
books  belonging  to  the  Kansas  traveling  libraries  by  chapter  163,  Laws  of 
1889. 

At  the  present  time  the  art  gallery  comprises  four  practically 
complete  collections  : Italian,  Dutch  and  Flemish,  French,  and  Eng- 
lish, and  a partial  collection  of  German  reproductions.  Mrs.  Ap- 
lington, as  founder  and  docent  of  the  traveling  art  department,  is 
now  assembling  a representative  collection  of  American  pictures, 
which  will  be  ready  for  use  in  the  near  future. 

The  Aplington  art  galleries,  for  such  a short  time  under  the

HISTORY  OF  THE  TRAVELING  LIBRARIES. 

As  in  most  states,  the  traveling-library  movement  in  Kansas  was 
begun  by  club  women.  The  first  to  observe  its  need  and  take  ac- 
tive steps  in  advancing  the  plan  was  Mrs.  Lucy  B.  Johnston,  of 
Topeka,  who  still  remains  an  effective  and  inspiring  worker  in  its 
cause  and  progress.  The  matter  was  first  taken  up  by  the  State 
Federation  in  May,  1897,  while  Mrs.  Willis  Lord  Moore  was  presi- 
dent, continued  under  her  successor,  Mrs.  J.  C.  McOlintock,  and 
completed  under  the  administrations  of  Mrs.  S.  R.  Peters  and  Mrs. 
Mary  Vance  Humphrey.  Two  others  to  do  diligent  and  effective 
service  in  planning  and  distributing  the  first  books  were  Mrs.  D.  W. 
Nellis,  chairman  of  the  legislative  correspondence  committee,  and 
Miss  Mabel  Clare  Hillis,  assistant  librarian.  Others  lending  a 
loyal  support  to  the  work  were  the  club  women  and  wives  and 
daughters  of  the  members  of  the  legislature  in  various  parts  of  the,- 
state. 

In  May,  1898,  active  business  was  begun  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Kansas  Social  Science  Federation.  A pledge  of  500  books 
and  twenty  dollars  in  money  was  made  by  the  Topeka  branch  of 
the  Federation.  This  encouraged  those  in  charge,  and  it  was  de- 
termined to  raise  3000  books  by  donation,  as  the  nucleus  of  a per- 
manent traveling-library  system.  This  was  accomplished,  and  it 
was  then  decided  to  ask  the  legislature  to  assume  further  care  of 
the  books  and  the  future  development  of  the  work,  thus  making  it 
a state  institution  and  placing  it  on  a more  substantial  basis. 

At  the  legislative  session  of  1899  a law  was  passed  establishing 
the  Kansas  Traveling  Libraries  Commission,  and  making  an  appro- 
priation of  $1000  a year  for  its  support,  and  providing  that  certain 
books  of  the  state  library  be  made  available  for  the  use  of  the  trav- 
eling-library department,  and  also  providing  that  the  Commission 
-3 
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should  be  entitled  to  the  services  of  the  assistant  librarian  of  the 
state  library. 

In  compliance  with  this  law,  the  trustees  of  the  state  library 
■appointed  the  following  persons  to  be  members  of  the  Commission: 
Mrs.  Annie  L.  Diggs,  chairman;  Mrs.  Mary  V.  Humphrey,  Mrs. 
Lucy  B.  Johnston,  Mr.  Edward  Wilder,  and  Mr.  H.  G.  Larimer. 
The  Commission  organized  July  1,  1899,  and  elected  Mr.  James  L. 
King  as  secretary. 

The  3000  books  and  thirty-four  cases  accumulated  by  the  Social 
Science  Federation  were  transferred  to  the  Commission  and  are 
now  a part  of  the  traveling-library  branch  of  the  state  library.  All 
of  these  books  were  acquired  by  donations  from  clubs  and  individ- 
uals, either  in  single  volumes,  fractional  libraries,  or  in  sets  of  fifty 
books  each.  Complete  libraries  of  fifty  books  were  received  from 
the  following  sources:  Friends  in  Council,  Lawrence;  Ralston  Club, 
Topeka;  Ladies’  Literary  Club,  Concordia;  Friends  in  Council, 
Topeka;  Saturday  Club,  Hiawatha;  Sigournean  Club,  Ottawa;  Ot- 
tawa Club,  Ottawa;  Twentieth  Century  Club,  Lawrence;  Concordia 
Club,  Concordia;  The  Noble  L.  Prentis  library,  the  Halderman 
library,  the  John  H.  Vincent  library,  the  Ross  Burns  library,  the 
Charles  Robinson  library,  the  Lillie  H.  Kellam  library  and  the 
Mary  E.  Rossington  library. 

Contributions  were  sent  from  clubs  in  the  following  places: 
Arkansas  City,  Beloit,  Burlington,  Concordia,  Council  Grove,  Em- 
poria, Englewood,  Fort  Scott,  Girard,  Hiawatha,  Hutchinson,  Junc- 
tion City,  Kansas  City,  Kingman,  Lyndon,  Lawrence,  Leavenworth, 
McPherson,  Newton,  Ottawa,  Paola,  Perry,  Sterling,  Stockton,  To- 
peka, Waverly  and  Winfield. 

Probably  200  persons  have  contributed  one  or  more  books  to  the 
traveling-library  collection.  Mrs.  Sara  D.  T.  Robinson,  of  Law- 
rence, gave  250  books,  and  is  the  largest  individual  donor.  Other 
.-generous  contributors  were  William  Stryker,  D.  W.  Wilder, 
‘Daniel  Crosby,  W.  H.  Rossington,  Eugene  F.  Ware,  Rev.  Charles 
iM,  Sheldon,  Mrs.  W.  W.  Curdy,  Mrs.  Geo.  M.  Noble,  Mrs.  H.  H. 
Hull,  Mrs.  P.  B.  Plumb,  Mrs.  E.  P.  Kellam,  the  Kellam  Book  and 
Stationery  Company,  and  the  Moore  Book  and  Stationery  Com- 
pany.  , , 

The  Kansas  Traveling  Libraries  Commission  is  composed  ot 
James  L.  King,  chairman;  Mrs.  Eustace  Brown,  Lucy  B.  Johnston, 
■Julia  E.  Brown,  and  H.  G.  Larimer.  The  members  of  the  Com- 
mission serve  without  compensation.  The  secretary  of  the  Com- 
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mission  receives  a salary  of  $1200  per  year,  and  the  one  assistant 
in  the  department  receives  a salary  of  $600  per  year. 

The  Kansas  traveling-library  law,  which  is-  chapter  163  of  the 
Session  Laws  of  1899,  is  reprinted  here: 

An  act  to  render  a part  of  the  books  of  the  state  library,  in  connection 
with  other  books  to  be  donated  and  purchased,  available  for  use  through-, 
out  the  state,  creating  the  Kansas  Traveling  Libraries  Commission,  defining 
the  duties  thereof,  providing  for  the  management  and  maintenance  of  trav-l 
eling  libraries  under  the  control  of  said  Commission,  making  an  appro-, 
priation  for  such  purposes,  amending  section  5 of  chapter  136  of  the 
Session  Laws  of  1873,  being  section  6014  of  the  General  Statutes  of  1889, 
and  repealing  said  original  section. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  the  directors  of  the  state  library  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  appoint  three  persons,  who,  together  with  the 
state  librarian  and  the  president  of  the  Kansas  State  Social  Science  Federa-. 
tion  of  Clubs,  shall  constitute  a board  to  be  known  as  the  “Kansas  Traveling 
Libraries  Commission,”  of  which  the  state  librarian  shall  be  ex  officio  chair- 
man. The  length  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  appointive  members  of  such 
Commission  shall  be  for  three  years  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed 
and  qualified,  the  first  term  beginning  on  the  1st  day  of  July,  1899;  but  of 
the  three  appointed  in  the  first  instance  one  shall  be  appointed  for  one  year, 
one  for  two  years,  and  the  third  for  three  years,  and  thereafter  one  member 
shall  be  appointed  each  year. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  Kansas  Traveling  Libraries  Commission  shall  have  the 
management  of  the  traveling-library  department  of  the  state  library,  shall 
make  such  rules  for  the  government  of  such  department  and  the  use  of  the 
books  and  other  property  thereof  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and,  under 
such  regulations  as  they  may  prescribe,  they  may  send  out  temporarily  from 
the  miscellaneous  department  of  the  state  library  such  books  (not  including 
reference  books  or  other  books  inappropriate  for  such  purposes ) as  may  be. 
designated  for  that  purpose  by  the  directors  of  the  state  library  and  any 
books  specially  given  to  or  bought  for  such  traveling  libraries  to  any  library 
in  the  state,  or  to  any  community  or  organization  not  yet  having  an  estab- 
lished library  but  which  has  conformed  to  the  conditions  of  said  regulations 
of  said  Commission;  and  such  books,  when  sent  out  to  such  library,  com- 
munity, or  organization,  shall  be  there  kept  for  the  use  of  the  public,  subject 
to  such  reasonable  regulations  with  reference  thereto  as  may  be  adopted  by 
said  Commission.  And  said  Commission  shall  from  time  to  time  so  send  out 
and  distribute  such  books  throughout  the  state,  and  at  suitable  intervals 
change  such  distribution,  in  such  manner  as  to  secure  to  the  greatest  practical 
degree  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  such  books  to  the  people  of  the  entire 
state.  Said  Commission  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  assistance  of  the 
assistant  librarian  of  the  state  library  who  is  in  charge  of  the  miscellaneous 
department  of  the  state  library. 

Chapter  488  (sec.  23)  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1905  authorized 
the  Kansas  Traveling  Libraries  Commission  to  appoint  a secretary, 
who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  $1200,  and  an  assistant  seer 
retary,  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  $600. 
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The  annual  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  of  the  traveling- 
library  department  now  amounts  to  $6000,  divided  as  follows  : 


For  salary  of  secretary $1,200 

For  salary  of  one  assistant 600 

For  purchase  of  books  3,000 

Shelving  and  equipment 1,000 

Per  diem  and  expenses  of  members  of  Commission 200 


Provided  that  each  non-resident  member  of  the  Kansas  Travel- 
ing Libraries  Commission  shall  receive  three  dollars  per  day  for 
each  day  actually  consumed  in  attendance  upon  the  meetings  of  the 
Commission,  which  said  meetings  shall  not  exceed  four  in  any  one 
year,  and  traveling  and  actual  expenses  while  attending  meetings.

LIBRARIAN’S  REPORT. 


In  the  year  1855  an  appropriation  of  $5000  was  made  by  Con- 
gress for  the  purchase  of  a library  for  the  use  of  the  various  officials 
of  the  Territory  of  Kansas.  The  appropriation  was  not  available, 
or  was  not  used,  until  the  spring  of  1857,  when  a collection  of  books 
to  the  number  of  4000,  ehiefly  miscellaneous  in  character,  was  pur- 
chased,  together  with  a few  standard  works  relating  to  law  and 
legislation.  These  were  placed  in  charge  of  the  auditor  of  accounts 
for  the  Territory  of  Kansas,  and  formed  the  nucleus  of  the  present 
State  Library. 

The  first  state  appropriation  ($2000)  for  the  library  was  made 
in  1862.  No  further  appropriation  was  made  until  1870,  when  the 
legislature  enaoted  a law  creating  the  office  of  state  librarian,  and 
provided  funds  for  salary,  shelving  and  the  purchase  of  books.  At 
that  date  the  library  contained  6306  volumes,  including  pamphlets.

TRAVELING  LIBRARY  BOOKS. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  in  the  Kansas  Traveling  Li- 
braries Commission,  a department  of  the  State  Library,  35,320 
volumes.  Most  of  these  have  been-  accumulated  within  the  past 
ten  years.  Prior  to  1899  traveling  libraries  were  sent  out  by  the 
Kansas  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs.  At  that  time  there  were 
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3,000  books  in  the  collection.  Since  the  organization  of  the  Com- 
mission,  provided  for  by  the  law  passed  in  1899,  making  the  travel- 
ing library  department  an  adjunct  of  the  State  Library,  the  biennial 
gain  in  books  has  been  as  follows :

The  library  is  main- 
tained by  the  interest  fund  on  a donation  of  $5000  made  by  Mrs. 
Jane  Stormont. 


SHELDON  MEDICAL  COLLECTION. 

Six  years  ago  there  was  added  to  the  medical  section  the  private 
library  of  the  late  Dr.  Silas  E.  Sheldon,  of  Topeka,  by  gift  from 
his  widow,  Mrs.  Ann  Eliza  Sheldon.  It  was  Mrs.  Sheldon  s desire 
“to  honor  her  husband  and  pay  a tribute  to  his  profession  in  this 
gift,  and  upon  her  death,  in  1908,  she  provided  in  her  will  that  a 
further  donation  of  $1000  be  made  to  the  medical  department  of 
the  State  Library,  As  the  affairs  of  the  estate  are  still  in  process  of 
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settlement  the  amount  bequeathed  to  the  library  has  not  yet  been 
received. 

APLINGTON  ART  GALLERY. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  Kate  A.  Aplington,  of  Council 
Grove,  Kan.,  the  traveling  library  department  of  the  State  Library 
was  provided,  in  1907,  with  five  collections' of  mounted  pictures,  to 
be  sent  upon  request  to  schools  and  clubs  throughout  the  state  in 
accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Kansas  Traveling  Libraries 
Commission.  These  reproductions  of  famous  paintings  were  care- 
fully selected  by  Mrs.  Aplington  and  arranged  in  exhibition  form, 
with  descriptive  notes  and  lectures.  She  is  also  arranging  another 
collection  of  pictures  to  be  given  to  the  state. 

The  conditions  under  which  the  art  galleries  are  distributed  are 
fully  explained  in  the  following  circular  letter  issued  by  the  com- 
mission : 

“The  Kansas  Traveling  Libraries  Commission  is  now  prepared  to  send 
traveling  art  galleries  to  schools,  clubs  and  other  Kansas  organizations  de- 
siring them.  At  present  four  collections  are  offered,  viz. : Italian,  Dutch 
and  Flemish,  French,  English.  Either  collection  may  be  ordered  and  re- 
tained for  one  week,  upon  payment  of  a fee  of  $5  to  cover  transportation 
and  rental  charges.  A partial  German  collection  of  thirty  pictures  is  also 
available. 

“Each  collection  consists  of  fifty  or  more  reproductions  (in  exhibition 
size)  of  the  world’s  greatest  paintings,  numbered  and  matted  for  hanging, 
with  explanatory  notes  attached,  together  with  careful  directions  for  dis- 
playing to  the  best  advantage.  A printed  lecture  and  suitable  books  accom- 
pany each  gallery,  giving  a review  of  the  school  of  art  to  which  it  belongs 
and  the  characteristics  of  the  several  painters  represented. 

“Clubs,  schools  and  other  organizations  will  be  permitted  to  arrange  for 
public  exhibitions  of  these  pictures,  and  to  defray  the  expense  thereof  by 
the  sale  of  tickets,  or  other  feasible  plan,  the  net  proceeds  to  be  devoted  to 
local  library  or  club  purposes.  By  this  means  a valuable  and  instructive 
collection  of  [pictures  may  be  obtained  to  supplement  the  regular  program 
of  a study  club,  or  to  combine  with  a display  of  school  work  in  penmanship, 
drawing,  etc. 

“More  than  ninety  towns  in  Kansas  have  already  profited  by  these  ex- 
hibits. Experience  has  demonstrated  the  great  value  of  the  pictures  in  an 
educational  way.  They  are  alike  helpful  to  teachers,  students  and  the  gen- 
eral public.  For  normal  institutes,  county  teachers’  meetings,  and  local 
entertainments  of  various  kinds,  no  more  attractive  and  meritorious  feature 
can  be  introduced.  Art  and  literature  are  so  closely  related  that  a knowl- 
edge of  pictures  is  a necessary  adjunct  of  intelligent  reading  and  study. 
The  cooperation  of  county  superintendents,  boards  of  education,  teachers 
and  club  members  is  solicited  in  extending  the  benefits  and  increasing  the 
usefulness  of  the  traveling  art  galleries. 

“Full  information  concerning  the  pictures  and  their  management  may 
be  obtained  by  addressing  the  secretary  of  the  Kansas  Traveling  Libraries 
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Commission,  Topeka,  Kan.  Requests  for  the  art  galleries  will  be  filled  in 
the  order  of  their  receipt,  except  that  groups  of  towns  in  the  same  locality 
will  be  accommodated  in  sequence,  whenever  it  is  possible  to  make  such  an 
arrangement.’  * 

LEGISLATIVE  REFERENCE  LIBRARY. 

The  legislature  of  1909  made  a small  appropriation  for  the  es- 
tablishment in  the  State  Library  of  a department  for  the  special 
use  of  senators  and  representatives  in  preparing  and  prosecuting 
their  legislative  work.  The  appropriation  was  limited  in  amount, 
but  it  was  sufficient  to  make  a beginning,  with  the  help  of  similar 
departments  in  other  state  libraries,  and  the  generous  contributions 
of  societies,  institutions,  newspapers  and  other  agencies  through- 
out the  United  States.  The  full  force  of  the  State  Library  was 
used  in  strengthening  and  expanding  the  legislative  reference  de- 
partment and  it  speedily  grew  into  a popular  and  important  service. 

Adopting  the  plan  followed  in  other  states,  the  following  circular 
letter  was  addressed  to  state  officers  and  members  of  the  legislature, 
calling  their  attention  to  the  new  department : 

“Topeka,  Kan.,  January  25,  1910. 

“Dear  Sir— I beg  leave  to  advise  you  that  there  has  been  established 
at  the  State  Library  a legislative  reference  department,  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  members  of  the  legislature,  state  officers,  and  the  general  public. 
This  branch  of  the  Library  is  intended  to  provide  information  and  assistance 
in  matters  of  legislation,  showing  what  laws  have  been  enacted  by  other 
states  or  what  have  been  proposed  for  enactment,  and  giving  as  far  as  pos- 
sible a summary  of  the  discussions  had  in  various  parts  of  the  country  upon 
questions  of  current  interest  to  lawmakers  and  students  of  governmental 
affairs  in  Kansas. 

“A  large  amount  of  material  has  been  collected  upon  a variety  of  topics, 
such  as  primary  elections,  public  utilities,  guaranty  of  bank  deposits,  com- 
mission government,  insurance,  schools,  pure  food,  public  health  and  safety, 
and  many  other  questions  of  like  importance.  Bibliographies  have  been 
prepared  showing  the  character  of  the  material  available  in  the  Library,  in 
book  form,  magazine  references,  pamphlets  and  newspaper  clippings.  The 
information  has  been  gathered  without  bias,  and  the  service  of  the  refer- 
ence department  is  designed  to  be  nonpartisan  and  entirely  impartial. 

‘ ‘ You  are  invited  to  make  use  of  this  material  in  connection  with  any 
subject  in  which  you  may  be  interested.  Please  address  a letter  to  the 
State  Librarian,  indicating  your  subject  or  subjects,  and  suggesting  the 
particular  points  upon  which  you  desire  to  be  informed.  Owing  to  the  time 
required  in  such  work,  I have  to  request  that  inquiries  be  sent  at  the  earli- 
est practicable  date,  in  order  that  the  investigation  of  authorities  may  be 
as  complete  as  possible. 

“The  reference  department  is  not  limited  to  the  use  of  the  legislature, 
but  is  available  to  the  whole  public,  and  inquiries  of  every  character  will 
be  answered  to  the  full  extent  of  the  resources  of  the  Library. 

“Very  respectfully,  James  L.  King,  State  Librarian 
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In  response  to  this  invitation  many  inquiries  were  received  and 
a great  deal  of  material  sent  out  from  the  library  relating  to  pro- 
posed subjects  of  legislation.  Copies  of  the  laws  of  various  states 
were  made  and  distributed  in  this  way,  and  where  no  existing  laws 
could  be  found  upon  a given  subject  the  library  furnished  the 
most  complete  information  to  be  obtained  in  other  directions.  In 
addition  to  supplying  this  demand  on  the  part  of  members  of  the 
legislature  the  reference  library  was  very  generally  utilized  by  the 
several  departments  of  the  state  government,  as  well  as  by  county 
and  municipal  officers  in  various  branches  of  their  work.

Other  subjects  upon  which  material  was  collected  upon  the  re- 
quest of  investigators  were : Armed  intervention;  capital  punish- 
ment; fifteenth  amendment;  income  tax;  indeterminate  sentence;, 
irrigation;  machinery  (effect  on  society);  municipal  ownership 
and  control;  municipal  sanitation;  parcels  post;  playgrounds;  pos- 
tal savings  banks;  recall  of  public  officers;  school  gardens;  small 
vs.  larger  colleges;  teachers  salaries;  trade-unions,  tuberculosis, 
and  woman’s  suffrage. 

The  department  has  also  furnished  a great  deal  of  economic  ma- 
terial to  colleges,  schools  and  debating  societies  throughout  the 
state.  Even  with  its  scant  appropriation  the  utility  of  the  new  de- 
partment has  been  fully  demonstrated.

SALE  OF  SESSION  LAWS. 

In  1907  and  1909  the  legislature  made  a special  appropriation 
whereby  the  State  Library  was  provided  with  1000  copies  of  the 
Session  Laws  of  1907  and  700  copies  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1909, 
for  sale  to  the  public  at  two  dollars  a copy.

STATISTICS  OF  LIBRARIES. 

In  1910  the  State  Librarian  compiled  a handbook  of  Kansas 
libraries,  giving  detailed  information  as  to  their  extent  and  condi- 
tion. The  following  summary  is  taken  from  the  handbook: 

“Statistics  are  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1910,  or  for  the  available 
year  nearest  to  that  date.  Total  number  of  libraries  reporting,  140;  total 
number  of  books  in  libraries,  875,119;  total  number  of  volumes  added  last 
year,  62,279;  total  number  of  regular  borrowers,  92,934;  total  annual  in- 
come, $101,181.64;  total  amount  spent  last  year  for  books,  $47,623. 

“Of  the  total  number  of  libraries  reporting,  54  occupy  their  own  build- 
ings. The  Carnegie  libraries  in  the  state,  and  the  several  donations  re- 
ceived by  them  from  that  source,  are:  Abilene,  $12,500;  Arkansas  City,

“In  addition  to  those  in  the  Carnegie  list  twenty-five  other  libraries  in 
Kansas  own  their  buildings,  acquired  by  gift  and  otherwise,  as  follows:  Al- 
ton, $500;  Atchison,  $10,000;  Blue  Rapids,  $2500;  Cawker  city,  value  not 
given;  Chanute  (railroad),  $2000;  Dodge  City  (railroad),  $1500;  Emporia 
(State  Normal),  $60,000;  Everest,  $3500;  Highland  (College),  $10,000;

“A  reference  to  the  tables  will  disclose  the  character  of  the  several 
libraries,  whether  free  or  subscription,  circulating  or  reference;  the  popu- 
lation of  the  cities  and  towns,  and  the  source  of  the  support  received  by  the 
libraries,  whether  by  tax,  fees,  gifts  or  subscriptions. 

“Of  the  libraries  not  owning  buildings  most  of  them  have  rooms  assigned 
to  their  use  in  county,  city  or  school  buildings.  In  only  a few  instances  are 
the  libraries  required  to  pay  rent.  Plans  are  being  made  for  the  construc- 
tion of  new  library  buildings  at  Anthony,  Coffeyville,  Oswego  and  Plainville. 

“Thirty  public  libraries  report  that  they  make  use  of  the  traveling  li- 
braries sent  out  by  the  Traveling  Libraries  Commission,  and  28  report  that 
the  expenses  of  the  librarians  attending  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Kansas 
Library  Association  are  paid  by  the  trustees  or  other  officers  in  charge. 

“Of  the  140  libraries  reporting,  94  are  classified— most  of  them  by  the 
Dewey  system  — and  46  are  unclassified,  excepting  in  the  simplest  form. 

“In  gathering  these  statistics  no  attempt  was  made  to  cover  the  school 
libraries  of  the  state,  but  the  tables  include  15  high-school  libraries  from 
which  voluntary  reports  were  received.  It  is  ascertained  from  the  records 
in  the  office  of  the  state  superintendent  of  public  instruction  that  there  are 
5433  rural  school  district  libraries  in  Kansas,  having  books  to  the  number 
of  350,268.  This  is  in  addition  to  the  school  libraries  in  cities  of  the  first 
and  second  classes.  The  total  number  of  books  in  all  the  school  libraries  in 
the  state  is  479,142.” 
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SIXTH  BIENNIAL  REPORT  OF  THE  KANSAS  TRAVELING

Eleven  years  of  successful  work  has  demonstrated  the  usefulness  and 
value  of  the  traveling  libraries.  A recent  subscriber  writes:  “Of  all  the 
works  of  Kansas,  not  even  excepting  our  F.  Dwight  Coburn,  the  traveling 
library  is  the  greatest.’ ’ 

If  every  school  district  in  the  state  realized  the  mine  of  information  and 
entertainment  at  their  disposal  no  books  would  remain  on  the  shelves  dur- 
ing the  school  year. 

The  original  collection  donated  by  the  club  women  of  Kansas  contained 
3000  volumes  and  34  of  the  trunks  or  shipping  cases.  The  traveling  library 
is  now  a successful  state  institution, with  35,000  volumes  and  525  of  the  little 
traveling  library  trunks. 

The  circulation  of  the  traveling  libraries  is  not  confined  to  any  particular 
section  of  the  state,  though  for  obvious  reasons  it  is  greater  in  the  eastern 
than  the  western  part  of  the  state.  Communities  forty  miles  from  the 
nearest  railway  station  receive  these  books.  What  they  must  mean  to 
many  of  the  people  of  the  small  towns  and  country  districts,  remote  from 
library  centers,  will  be  appreciated  by  any  lover  of  books. 

An  idea  of  their  value  to  the  public  generally  will  be  gained  from  the 
following  extracts  from  recent  reports : 

Madison:  “We  have  enjoyed  this  library  very  much.  It  had  the  largest 
circulation  of  any  library  we  have  ever  had.  ’ ’ 

Oberlin:  “This  has  been  a worker’s  rather  than  a reader’s  library,  and 
we  have  enjoyed  the  books.’’

Wabaunsee:  “We  hope  our  appreciation  of  the  library  is  realized  be- 
yond expression  of  our  thanks.” 
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Waterville:  “We  were  well  pleased  with  the  books,  and  they  were  a 

great  help  in  our  school  work.” 

Ravanna:  “The  books  have  made  many  long  hours  short  because  of  in- 
formation and  entertainment.” 

Altoona:  “This  was  the  best  library  I ever  received.  All  of  the  boys 
liked  the  books.” 

Chetopa:  “The  books  have  been  such  a help  in  our  club  work,  and  we 

thank  you  for  your  care  in  selection.  ” 

Cedar  Vale*  “The  little  library  has  been  very  helpful  in  my  correspond- 
enee  course  with  the  State  University,  and  I am  very  thankful  for  the  use 
of  the  books.” 

Emmett:  “Books  largely  read  and  much  enjoyed.” 

Golf:  “The  library  proved  an  interesting  and  helpful  addition  to  our 
high-school  work.  The  selections  were  well  made.  ” 

Wakefield:  “Library  has  proved  very  successful  and  every  one  is  well 
pleased.”

Most  of  the  libraries  are  made  up  as  they  are  sent  out,  with  reference 
to  the  reader’s  wishes  in  the  matter.  Most  of  the  readers  are  now  sending 
long  lists  of  books  from  which  their  libraries  are  selected,  substitution  being 
made  when  necessary. 

We  now  have  five  German  libraries,  sent  out  under  the  same  regulations 
as  the  other  books.  A few  special  libraries  have  been  purchased  for  a cor- 
respondence course  in  university  extension  work,  carried  on  by  the  State 
University.  They  contain  from  four  to  thirteen  books  and  are  sent  out 
under  special  terms.  We  now  have  three  on  American  history,  three  on 
psychology,  three  on  education  and  three  on  American  literature.  Aside 
from  the  German  books  and  the  libraries  just  mentioned  the  unit  system  is 
not  in  use  in  the  Kansas  traveling  libraries.  Every  collection  of  books  as 
it  comes  in  is  unpacked  and  placed  on  the  shelves.  This  method  involves 
far  more  labor  than  the  unit  system  but  has  generally  proven  more  satisfac- 
tory. 

Several  of  the  states  are  now  contemplating  changing  from  the  unit  sys- 
tem to  the  open  shelf  system  in  use  in  Kansas. 

The  Commission  desires  that  only  the  highest  grade  of  books  shall  circu- 
late through  the  medium  of  the  traveling  libraries,  and  will  therefore  con- 
sider it  a favor  if  patrons  finding  any  undesirable  or  questionable  books  will 
report  the  fact  to  the  secretary  or  Commission,  that  the  same  may  be  care- 
fully examined  and  a decision  made  as  to  their  further  circulation. 

The  traveling  library,  at  its  beginning,  occupied  a small  room  adjoining 
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the  state  library.  Over  six  years  ago  it  was  moved  into  rooms  on  the  base- 
ment floor  of  the  capitol,  in  the  south  wing.  About  three  years  ago  another 
move  was  made  from  the  south  wing  into  the  west  wing.  This  gave  room 
for  the  shelving  of  several  thousand  more  volumes  than  the  old  quarters 
afforded,  more  room  for  storing  the  trunks  when  not  in  use,  and  also  for 
packing,  unpacking  and  repairing  the  books.  We  now  have  shelf  room  for 
between  9000  and  10,000  books,  102  sections  of  bookcases  having  been  added 
within  the  last  two  years.  We  are  still  greatly  in  need  of  shelf  room. 

The  plan  followed  in  making  up  the  traveling  libraries  has  been  the  se- 
lection of  books  from  the  miscellaneous  collection  to  as  nearly  as  possible 
fill  the  lists  submitted  by  patrons.  Where  no  list  is  furnished  an  attempt 
is  made  to  send  a selection  of  books  suitable  to  the  needs  of  the  readers 
ordering.  This  is  in  many  cases  most  difficult,  without  any  knowledge  of 
the  tastes  of  those  ordering  or  of  the  books  which  they  already  have  at 
their  command.  This  system  involves  vastly  more  labor  than  the  unit  or 
fixed-group  plan  in  use  in  many  states.  Then,  too,  under  the  fixed-group 
plan,  a most  desirable  selection  of  books  may  be  placed  in  every  library. 
But  it  has  been  the  experience  of  many  librarians  of  traveling  libraries  that 
books  selected  for  general  use  will  not  be  read  as  are  the  books  selected  by 
the  readers  themselves. 

In  the  annual  report  for  1907  of  the  New  Jersey  public  library  commis- 
sion, they  report  a change  from  the  old  fixed-group  system  to  that  of 
choosing  the  book  for  the  applicants. 

One  of  the  difficulties  encountered  in  making  up  libraries  for  stations 
which  have  been  ordering  them  for  years  is  the  omission  of  lists  by  those 
ordering.  Where,  for  example,  a town  which  has  already  had  two  or  three 
dozen  libraries,  orders  two  or  three  new  libraries  and  sends  no  lists,  it 
means  the  resurrection  of  from  twenty-five  to  thirty-five  old  lists  of  fifty 
titles  each,  and  the  discarding  of  probably  half  of  the  books  selected  for 
their  libraries,  or  if  this  care  is  not  taken  they  may  receive  many  duplicates. 
The  only  remedy  is  for  those  ordering  to  send  long  lists  of  books,  giving 
first  and  second  choice,  if  they  desire.

The  usual  fees  collected  for  the  use  of  the  libraries  have  provided  for  the 
incidental  expenses  of  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  Commission.  This  re- 
port also  contains  a large  item  (over  $400)  for  repairing  books,  which  re- 
duces the  balance  considerably  compared  to  former  years.

THE  APLINGTON  ART  GALLERY. 

The  collection  of  pictures  known  as  the  Aplington  Art  Gallery  has  been 
placed  under  the  care  and  management  of  the  Kansas  Traveling  Libraries 
Commission.  These  pictures  were  accumulated  by  the  Kansas  Federation 
of  Women's  Clubs,  aided  by  personal  contributions  from  Mrs.  Kate  A.  Ap- 
lington, of  Council  Grove,  Kan.  The  collection  was  offered  to  the  state, 
and  accepted  by  the  legislature  of  1907  in  the  following  enactment: 

“Section  1.  That  the  state  of  Kansas  accepts  the  proffer  made  by  the 
Kansas  Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs,  and  takes  the  carbon  photographic 
reproductions  of  the  world’s  famous  paintings  for  circulation  amongst  and

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for  the  use  of  the  people  of  the  state;  provided,  that  the  collection  shall  be 
marked  and  known  as  the  ‘ Aplington  Art  Gallery.  ’ 

“Sec.  2.  That  the  Aplington  Art  Gallery  is  hereby  constituted  a part  of 
the  Kansas  traveling  libraries,  and  is  placed  under  the  direction  and  control 
of  the  Kansas  Traveling  Libraries  Commission,  with  the  same  power,  duties 
and  restrictions  as  are  provided  for  the  care,  circulation  and  distribution  of 
books  belonging  to  the  Kansas  traveling  libraries  by  chapter  163,  Laws  of 
1889.” 


At  the  present  time  the  art  gallery  comprises  four  practically  complete 
collections:  Italian,  Dutch  and  Flemish,  French,  and  English,  and  a partial 
collection  of  German  reproductions.  Mrs.  Aplington,  as  founder  and  docent 
of  the  traveling  art  department,  is  now  assembling  a representative  collec- 
tion of  American  pictures,  which  will  be  ready  for  use  in  the  near  future. 
The  Aplington  art  galleries  show  the  following  receipts  and  disbursements

HISTORY  OF  THE  TRAVELING  LIBRARIES. 

As  in  most  states,  the  traveling-library  movement  in  Kansas  was  begun 
by  club  women.  The  first  to  observe  its  need  and  take  active  steps  in  ad- 
vancing the  plan  was  Mrs.  Lucy  B.  Johnston,  of  Topeka,  who  still  remains 
an  effective  and  inspiring  worker  in  its  cause  and  progress.  The  matter 
was  first  taken  up  by  the  State  Federation  in  May,  1897,  while  Mrs.  Willis 
Lord  Moore  was  president,  continued  under  her  successor,  Mrs.  J.  C. 
McClintock,  and  completed  under  the  administrations  of  Mrs.  S.  R.  Peters 
and  Mrs.  Mary  Vance  Humphrey.  Two  others  to  do  diligent  and  effective 
service  in  planning  and  distributing  the  first  books  were  Mrs.  D.  W.  Nellis, 
chairman  of  the  legislative  correspondence  committee,  and  Miss  Mabel 
Clare  Hillis,  assistant  librarian.  Others  lending  a loyal  support  to  the  work 
were  the  club  women  and  wives  and  daughters  of  the  members  of  the  legis- 
lature in  various  parts  of  the  state. 

In  May,  1898,  active  business  was  begun  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Kansas  Social  Science  Federation.  A pledge  of  500  books  and  twenty  dol- 
lars in  money  was  made  by  the  Topeka  branch  of  the  Federation.  This  en- 
couraged those  in  charge,  and  it  was  determined  to  raise  3000  books  by 
donation,  as  the  nucleus  of  a permanent  traveling-library  system.  This 
was  accomplished,  and  it  was  then  decided  to  ask  the  legislature  to  assume 
further  care  of  the  books  and  the  future  development  of  the  work,  thus 
making  it  a state  institution  and  placing  it  on  a more  substantial  basis. 

At  the  legislative  session  of  1899  a law  was  passed  establishing  the  Kan- 
sas Traveling  Libraries  Commission,  and  making  an  appropriation  of  $1000 
for  its  support,  and  providing  that  certain  books  of  the  state  library  be 
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made  available  for  the  use  of  the  traveling-library  department,  and  also 
providing  that  the  Commission  should  be  entitled  to  the  services  of  the  as- 
sistant librarian  of  the  state  library. 

In  compliance  with  this  law,  the  trustees  of  the  state  library  appointed 
the  following  persons  to  be  members  of  the  Commission.  Mrs.  Annie  L. 
Digss,  chairman;  Mrs.  Mary  V.  Humphrey,  Mrs.  Lucy  B.  Johnston,  Mr. 
Edward  Wilder  and  Mr.  H.  G.  Larimer.  The  Commission  organized  July 
1,  1899,  and  elected  Mr.  James  L.  King  as  secretary. 

The  8000  books  and  34  cases  accumulated  by  the  Social  Science  Federation 
were  transferred  to  the  Commission  and  are  now  a part  of  the  traveling- 
library  branch  of  the  state  library.  All  of  these  books  were  acquired  by 
donations  from  clubs  and  individuals,  either  in  single  volumes,  fractional 
libraries,  or  in  sets  of  fifty  books  each.  Complete  libraries  of  fifty  books 
were  received  from  the  following  sources:  Friends  in  Council,  Lawrence, 
Ralston  Club,  Topeka;  Ladies’  Literary  Club,  Concordia;  Friends  in  Coun- 
cil, Topeka;  Saturday  Club,  Hiawatha:  Sigournean  Club,  Ottawa;  Ottawa 
Club,  Ottawa;  Twehtieth  Century  Club,  Lawrence;  Concordia  Club,  Con- 
cordia; the  Noble  L.  Prentis  library,  the  Halderman  library,  the  John  H. 
Vincent  library,  the  Ross  Burns  library,  the  Charles  Robinson  library,  the 
Lillie  H.  Kellam  library,  and  the  Mary  E.  Rossington  library. 

Contributions  were  sent  from  clubs  in  the  following  places:  Arkansas 
City,  Beloit,  Burlington,  Concordia,  Council  Grove,  Emporia,  Englewood, 
Fort  Scott,  Girard,  Hiawatha,  Hutchinson,  Junction  City,  Kansas  City, 
Kingman,  Lyndon,  Lawrence,  Leavenworth,  McPherson,  Newton,  Ottawa, 
Paola,  Perry,  Sterling,  Stockton,  Topeka,  Waverly  and  Winfield. 

Probably  200  persons  have  contributed  one  or  more  books  to  the  travel- 
ing-library collection.  Mrs.  Sara  T.  D.  Robinson,  of  Lawrence,  gave  250 
books,  and  is  the  largest  individual  donor.  Other  generous  contributors 
were:  William  Stryker,  D.  W.  Wilder,  Daniel  Crosby,  W.  H.  Rossington, 
Eugene  F.  Ware,  Rev.  Charles  M.  Sheldon,  Mrs.  W.  W.  Curdy,  Mrs.  Geo. 
M.  Noble,  Mrs.  H.  H.  Hull,  Mrs.  P.  B.  Plumb,  Mrs.  E.  P.  Kellam,  the 
Kellam  Book  and  Stationery  Company,  and  the  Moore  Book  and  Stationery 
Company. 

The  Kansas  Traveling  Libraries  Commission  is  composed  of  James  L. 
King,  chairman;  Mrs.  C.  C.  Goddard,  Lucy  B.  Johnston,  Julia  E.  Brown, 
and  H.  G.  Larimer.  The  members  of  the  Commission  serve  without  com- 
pensation. The  secretary  of  the  Commission  receives  a salary  of  $1200  per 
year,  and  the  one  assistant  in  the  department  receives  a salary  of  $600 
per  year. 

The  Kansas  traveling-library  law,  which  is  chapter  163  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  1899,  is  reprinted  here: 

“An  Act  to  render  a part  of  the  books  of  the  state  library,  in  connection 
with  other  books  to  be  donated  and  purchased,  available  for  use  through- 
out the  state,  creating  the  Kansas  Traveling  Libraries  Commission, 
defining  the  duties  thereof,  providing  for  the  management  and  mainte- 
nance of  traveling  libraries  under  the  control  of  said  Commission,  making 
an  appropriation  for  such  purposes,  amending  section  5 of  chapter  136  of 
the  Session  Laws  of  1873,  being  section  6014  of  the  General  Statutes  of 
1889,  and  repealing  said  original  sections. 

*‘Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

“Section  1.  That  the  directors  of  the  state  library  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  appoint  three  persons,  who,  together 
with  the  state  librarian  and  the  president  of  the  Kansas  State  Social  Science 
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Federation  of  Clubs,  shall  constitute  a board  to  be  known  as  the  ‘ Kansas 
Traveling  Libraries  Commission/  of  which  the  state  librarian  shall  be  ex 
officio  chairman.  The  length  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  appointive  mem- 
bers of  such  Commission  shall  be  for  three  years  and  until  their  successors 
are  appointed  and  qualified,  the  first  term  beginning  on  the  1st  day  of  July, 
1899;  but  of  the  three  appointed  in  the  first  instance  one  shall  be  appointed 
for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  and  the  third  for  three  years,  and  there- 
after one  member  shall  be  appointed  each  year. 

“Sec.  2.  That  the  Kansas  Traveling  Libraries  Commission  shall  have 
the  management  of  the  traveling-library  department  of  the  state  library, 
shall  make  such  rules  for  the  government  of  such  department  and  the  use 
of  the  books  and  other  property  thereof  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and, 


under  such  regulations  as  they  may  prescribe,  they  may  send  out  tempo- 
rarily from  the  miscellaneous  department  of  the  state  library  such  books 
(not  including  reference  books  or  other  books  inappropriate  for  such  pur- 
poses) as  may  be  designated  for  that  purpose  by  the  directors  of  the  state 
library  and  any  books  specially  given  to  or  bought  for  such  traveling  libra- 
ries to  any  library  in  the  state,  or  to  any  community  or  organization  not 
yet  having  an  established  library  but  which  has  conformed  to  the  conditions 
of  said  regulations  of  said  Commission;  and  such  books,  when  sent  out  to 
such  library,  community,  or  organization,  shall  be  there  kept  for  the  use  of 
the  public,  subject  to  such  reasonable  regulations  with  reference  thereto  as 
may  be  adopted  by  said  Commission.  And  said  Commission  shall  from  time 
to  time  so  send  out  and  distribute  such  books  throughout  the  state,  and  at 
suitable  intervals  change  such  distribution,  in  such  manner  as  to  secure  to 
the  greatest  practical  degree  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  such  books  to  the 
people  of  the  entire  state.  Said  Commission  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the 
assistance  of  the  assistant  librarian  of  the  state  library  who  is  in  charge  of 
the  miscellanous  department  of  the  state  library. 

Chapter  488  (sec.  28)  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1905  authorized  the  Kan- 
sas Traveling  Libraries  Commission  to  appoint  a secretary,  who  shall  re- 
ceive an  annual  salary  of  twelve  hundred  dollars;  and  an  assistant  secretary, 
who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  six  hundred  dollars. 

The  annual  appropriation  for  the  maintenance  x>f  the  traveling-library 
department  now  amounts  to  $5000,  divided  as  follows: 

For  salary  of  secretary $1,200 

For  salary  of  one  assistant 600 

For  purchase  of  books 3,000 

Per  diem  and  expenses  of  members  of  Commission 200 

Provided,  that  each  nonresident  member  of  the  Kansas  Traveling  Libra- 
ries Commission  shall  receive  three  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  actually 
consumed  in  attendance  upon  the  meetings  of  the  Commission,  which  said 
meetings  shall  not  exceed  four  in  any  one  year,  and  traveling  and  actual  ex- 


penses while  attending  meetings.

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Librarian’s  Report. 


In  the  general  growth  and  advancement  of  the  various  insti- 
tutions of  Kansas  the  State  Library  has  been  a participant 
throughout  all  of  the  years  following  its  establishment  in  1862. 
Between  the  years  1862  and  1869  no  printed  reports  were 
issued.  The  office  of  state  librarian  was  created  by  the  legis- 
lature in  1870,  the  duties  of  librarian  up  to  that  time  having 
been  performed  by  the  territorial  and  state  auditors.  From 
1870  to  the  present  date  seven  annual  and  eighteen  biennial 
reports  have  been  issued  by  the  librarian. 

Beginning  in  1862  with  less  than  5,000  volumes,  the  State 
Library  has  in  the  fifty  years  of  its  existence  increased  its 
collection  to  a total  of  125,244  volumes.  This  number  includes 
law  books,  public  documents,  miscellaneous  books,  medical 
books,  pamphlets  and  charts,  magazine  files,  legislative  refer- 
ence works  and  traveling  library  books.  The  total  does  not 
include  duplicate  copies  of  the  library’s  own  publications,  nor 
duplicate  sets  of  state  documents  carried  for  purposes  of 
exchange  with  other  libraries  and  institutions.  Necessarily 
there  has  been  some  duplication  in  the  traveling  library  de- 
partment, where  there  has  been  a call  for  more  than  one  copy 
of  an  important  or  popular  book. 

The  estimated  value  of  the  library  is  $250,000,  although 
many  of  the  publications  in  the  law  and  miscellaneous  sections 
could  not  be  duplicated  in  the  original  editions  at  any  price. 
The  accessions  in  1910-’12,  covering  all  departments,  amount- 
ed to  13,563 — the  largest  growth  the  library  has  attained  in 
any  annual  or  biennial  period  in  its  history. 

In  order  to  accommodate  the  future  expansion  of  the  library 
it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  an  additional  stack  for  the 
shelving  of  books.  The  two  large  steel  stacks  provided  when 
the  library  was  transferred  to  its  present  quarters  are  already 
congested,  and  I respectfully  recommend  an  appropriation  by 
the  incoming  legislature  of  the  sum  of  $6000  for  the  erection 
of  a third  stack,  corresponding  in  style  and  material  to  those 
now  in  use.  Its  erection  is  a needed  facility  in  the  proper 
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The  State  Librarian. 


arrangement  and  handling  of  books;  and  will  be  in  accordance 
with  the  original  plan  of  the  library  room. 

Within  the  past  three  years  a new  card  catalogue  of  the 
law  and  miscellaneous  collections  has  been  completed  and  the 
general  resources  of  the  library  made  more  available  to  the 
public.

SESSION  LAWS. 

The  legislature  of  1911  made  an  appropriation  for  printing 
700  extra  copies  of  the  Session  Laws  of  that  year,  to  be  sold 
by  the  state  librarian.  This  number  proved  to  be  insufficient 
to  meet  the  demand  from  attorneys  and  other  patrons,  and 
the  edition  is  now  exhausted.  In  all  703  copies  were  sold  at 
$2  each.  The  librarian  also  disposed  of  five  copies  of  the 
Laws  of  1907  and  five  copies  of  the  Laws  of  1909,  at  $2  each, 
making  the  total  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  Session  Laws 
$1426,  which  amount  was  deposited  in  the  state  treasury  to 
the  credit  of  the  general-revenue  fund. 

STORMONT  MEDICAL  LIBRARY. 

The  medical  section  of  the  State  Library  was  a donation 
made  by  Mrs.  Jane  Stormont,  representing  an  original  outlay 
of  $5000.  It  is  maintained  by  the  interest  derived  from  an 
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additional  sum  of  $5000,  also  given  by  Mrs.  Stormont.  From 
this  interest  fund  purchases  were  made  in  1910-’12  to  the 
amount  of  $431.85. 

Another  valuable  collection  of  text  books  was  donated  to  the 
medical  department  in  1904  by  Mrs.  Ann  Eliza  Sheldon. 

LEGISLATIVE  REFERENCE  DEPARTMENT. 

In  the  year  1909  the  legislature  made  a small  appropriation 
for  a legislative  reference  department  in  connection  with  the 
State  Library.  The  legislature  of  1911  continued  the  appro- 
priation and  granted  small  increases  intended  to  improve  the 
mechanical  facilities  of  the  department.  Only  $250  a year 
was  allowed  for  the  purchase  of  new  material,  but  even  with 
this  small  amount  the  librarian  has  been  able  to  make  valuable 
additions  to  the  general  resources  of  the  State  Library  along 
legislative  lines. 

That  the  new  department  has  been  of  considerable  benefit 
to  state  officers  and  members  of  the  legislature  is  freely  admit- 
ted by  all  who  have  availed  themselves  of  its  privileges. 
The  state  officers  and  state  commissions  have  been  helped  in 
gathering  material  for  their  special  uses,  and  the  public  has  in 
many  ways  had  the  benefit  of  the  work  of  the  department. 

Prior  to  the  session  of  1911  a letter  was  sent  to  each 
member  of  the  legislature  asking  him  to  make  use  of  the 
material  in  the  library,  and  tendering  the  assistance  of  the 
library  force.  By  this  means  members  were  provided  with 
information  concerning  matters  of  proposed  legislation  two 
months  in  advance  of  the  meeting  of  the  legislature.  This 
information  comprised  statistics  from  all  sources,  copies  of 
the  laws  of  other  states,  and  the  latest  and  best  material  in 
book  and  magazine  form  concerning  the  subject  under  inves- 
tigation. 

During  the  session  of  1911  the  legislative  reference  depart- 
ment maintained  a complete  card  index  of  all  the  measures 
introduced  into  the  legislature,  showing  the  reference  to  com- 
mittees, reports  of  committees,  action  of  the  house  and  senate, 
and  final  disposition  of  each  bill.  The  index  was  in  daily  use 
by  the  members  and  its  utility  frequently  commended. 

This  service  is  not  intended  to  supplant  the  work  of  the 
secretary  of  the  senate  or  the  chief  clerk  of  the  house,  but  is  in 
addition  thereto  and  along  wholly  different  lines.  At  the  close 
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of  the  session  it  constitutes  a complete  history  of  the  legisla- 
tion of  that  year,  and  is  of  assistance  not  only  to  members  but 
to  the  officers  of  both  houses  and  to  the  public  at  large.  It 
is  likewise  a convenience  to  the  succeeding  legislature,  as  it 
includes  a file  of  all  bills  introduced,  whether  enacted  into  laws 
or  not.  A similar  index  has  also  been  prepared  relating  to 
the  session  of  1909. 

When  the  legislature  is  not  in  session  the  material  gathered 
by  the  reference  department  is  available  to  colleges,  public 
schools,  municipal  organizations,  debating  societies  and  study 
clubs  throughout  the  state,  and  to  all  students  of  the  public 
questions  of  the  day. 

BUREAU  OF  INFORMATION. 

The  State  Library  is  ready  at  all  times  to  respond  to  any 
requisition  that  may  be  made  upon  it  for  information  upon 
any  question  of  public  interest,  or  in  regard  to  the  laws  of 
Kansas  and  other  states,  and  to  give  in  condensed  form  the 
results  of  experiments  and  investigations  in  the  administra- 
tion of  public  affairs,  national,  state  and  municipal.  The 
library  contains  most  of  the  federal  and  state  documents.  It 
has  files  of  the  leading  periodicals,  and  is  well  supplied  with 
pamphlets,  reports  of  societies,  monographs,  and  newspaper 
clippings  from  all  sources. 

Any  citizen  of  Kansas  who  may  have  a problem  in  mind  con- 
cerning commission  government,  public  utilities,  education, 
banking,  insurance,  taxation,  or  any  topic  of  current  interest, 
is  privileged  to  write  to  the  State  Librarian  for  such  informa- 
tion and  assistance  as  the  library  affords.  All  such  questions 
will  be  carefully  considered  and  impartially  answered.  There 
is  no  charge  for  such  service,  and  the  public  is  requested  to 
make  full  use  of  the  resources  of  the  library,  either  by  corre- 
spondence or  through  personal  visits. 

A great  deal  of  work  of  this  character  has  been  performed 
since  the  Legislative  Reference  Bureau  was  established.  Col- 
lege and  school  debaters  have  visited  the  library  to  equip  them- 
selves for  their  tasks.  Political  organizations  have  had  access 
to  the  files  of  the  library  for  statistics  and  other  material  relat- 
ing to  congressional  and  legislative  affairs,  economical  ques- 
tions and  party  policies.  Societies  and  clubs  have  made 
similar  use  of  the  library,  and  hundreds  of  personal  inquiries

have  been  answered.  In  this  way  the  library  has  been 
brought  into  helpful  contact  with  the  public  to  a greater 
extent  within  the  past  two  years  than  ever  before,  and  it  is 
desired  that  this  relation  shall  be  continued  and  broadened. 

TRAVELING  LIBRARIES. 

Another  adjunct  of  the  State  Library  is  the  system  of  trav- 
eling libraries  established  in  1899,  and  which  has  had  a steady 
growth  each  year.  Beginning  with  3000  volumes  in  1899,  the 
Traveling  Libraries  Department  now  possesses  41,000  Volumes. 
The  traveling  libraries  are  sent  out  in  trunks  containing  fifty 
books  each.  In  1910-’12  libraries  to  the  number  of  1106  were 
sent  out— an  increase  of  106  over  the  previous  two  years. 
They  go  to  small  towns,  school  districts,  literary  societies, 
granges,  clubs  and  localities  that  have  no  local  facilities  for 
supplying  desirable  reading  matter. 

During  the  1910-’12  biennium  55,300  books  were  circulated 
by  the  Traveling  Libraries  Commission.  Reports  from  the 
various  localities  served  show  that  each  case  of  50  books  has 
had  an  average  of  61  readers,  and  an  average  circulation  of 
332.  This  gives  a total  circulation  of  367,192  for  the  1106 
libraries  in  use  during  the  past  two  years. 

Small  collections  of  books  have  recently  been  sent  out  to 
students  who  are  taking  an  extension  course  in  the  University 
of  Kansas.  This  is  the  result  of  an  arrangement  entered  upon 
by  the  library  and  the  University  for  cooperative  work.  With- 
out this  cooperation  and  mutual  assistance  the  students  in 
most  instances  would  not  have  been  able  to  complete  the  pre- 
scribed course.  These  fractional  libraries  contain  from  four 
to  sixteen  books  each,  and  comprise  works  on  English  history, 
education,  philosophy,  psychology,  sociology,  American  his- 
tory and  American  literature. 

Five  libraries  of  German  books  are  also  in  circulation  over 
the  state,  in  response  to  a demand  made  upon  the  Traveling 
Libraries  Commission.  It  is  the  constant  aim  of  the  officers  of 
the  Commission  to  make  the  traveling  libraries  of  real  value 
and  interest  to  the  people  of  the  state,  and  especially  to  supply 
the  smaller  towns  with  reading  matter  suited  to  their  needs. 
Books  have  been  sent  to  every  county  in  the  state  except  one, 
and  to  638  towns  and  cities. 
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APLINGTON  ART  GALLERY. 

By  act  of  the  legislature  of  1907  the  state  accepted  from 
Mrs.  Kate  A.  Aplington,  of  Council  Grove,  Kan.,  four  collec- 
tions of  mounted  pictures  for  circulation  in  the  state  under  the 
regulations  prescribed  by  the  Kansas  Traveling  Libraries 
Commission.  In  the  use  of  these  art  galleries  the  applicants 
are  required  to  defray  the  cost  of  transportation  on  the  basis 
of  $5  for  each  collection  used.  Nine  of  the  galleries  were 
in  circulation  during  the  last  two  years.  The  donor,  Mrs. 
Aplington,  is  at  work  upon  a plan  for  enlarging  the  collection 
of  pictures  and  making  their  use  by  schools  and  art  clubs  more 
general.

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Librarian’s  Report. 


In  advising  as  to  the  condition  of  the  State  Library  it  is  a pleas- 
ure to  be  able  to  say  that  the  usual  growth  in  book  resources 
marks  the  period  covered  by  this  report.  The  number  of  books 
on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  last  official  report,  in  1912,  was:

These  figures  represent  a total  gain  during  the  last  biennium 
of  12,308  accessions,  as  against  a gain  of  13,563  during  the  pre- 
vious biennium,  the  smaller  gain  within  the  past  two  years  being 
caused  by  a decrease  made  by  the  legislature  of  1913  in  the  ap- 
propriation for  the  purchase  of # books  in  the  traveling  library 
department. 

In  addition  to  the  substantial  growth  in  its  resources,  the 
library  has  also  gained  materially  in  its  facilities  for  shelving  and 
handling  its  great  collection  of  books.  An  appropriation  of  $3000 
was  made  by  the  legislature  of  1913  for  the  purpose  of  continuing 
the  steel  shelving  on  the  third  stack.  This  work  was  donepn  1914 
by  the  Art  Metal  Construction  Co.,  of  Jamestown,  N.  Y.,  and 
has  enabled  the  librarian  to  shelve  most  of  the  books  in  the  library. 
An  additional  appropriation  of  $3000  by  the  legislature  of  1915 
would  provide  shelf  space  for  the  new  books  now  being  added, 
and  I recommend  that  the  same  be  made  in  order  to  further  ac- 
commodate the  natural  growth  of  the  library.  The  construction 
of  the  new  stack  also  makes  it  necessary  to  provide  additional 
tables,  chairs  and  other  furniture,  and  I respectfully  recommend 
that  these  conveniences  be  provided  for  by  an  adequate  appro- 


priation.

SESSION  LAWS. 

There  is  a constant  demand  upon  the  library  to  furnish  Session 
Laws  to  attorneys,  libraries,  and  other  customers,  especially  as 
to  the  laws  of  the  recent  sessions  of  the  legislature.  No  provision 
is  made  by  the  statute  for  printing  more  than  a sufficient  number 
of  the  Session  Laws  to  supply  the  various  officials  throughout  the 
state  who  are  entitled  to  receive  them.  As  the  law  now  stands 
no  sale  copies  are  provided,  and  I renew  my  recommendation  of 
former  years  that  the  law  governing  the  distribution  of  the  Ses- 
sion Laws  be  so  amended  as  to  provide  the  requisite  number  of 
sale  copies  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  public.  During  recent  years 
I have  been  able  to  meet  this  want  by  having  a special  item  in- 
serted in  the  miscellaneous  appropriation  bill  authorizing  the 
state  printer  to  print  and  deliver  to  the  State  Library  extra  copies 
for  sale  purposes.  This  was  done  in  1907,  1911  and  1913,  extra 
copies  to  the  number  of  700  being  printed  in  each  of  those  years. 
The  sales  in  1911  and  1913  exhausted  the  entire  supply  of  these 
extra  copies,  and  further  demands  were  met  by  selling  additional 
copies  furnished  to  the  State  Library  by  the  secretary  of  state 
from  the  surplus  in  the  latter  department. 

The  sales  of  Session  Laws  during  the  two  years  ended  June  30, 
1914,  were  1094  copies  at  $2  each,  a total  of  $2188,  which  amount 
was  deposited  with  the  state  treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  general 
revenue  fund. 
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STORMONT  MEDICAL  LIBRARY. 

From  the  Stormont  medical  fund  there  was  expended  during 
the  two  years  ended  June  30,  1914,  the  sum  of  $415.23  in  the 
purchase  of  new  medical  books.  This  special  fund  is  derived  from 
the  interest  on  a donation  of  $5000  made  to  the  library  by  Mrs. 
Jane  Stormont,  widow  of  Dr.  D.  W.  Stormont,  of  Topeka.  Dur- 
ing her  life  she  purchased,  as  a memorial  to  her  husband,  the 
collection  of  books  known  as  the  Stormont  Medical  Library,  at 
a cost  of  $5000,  and  also  gave  to  the  state  an  additional  sum  of 
$5000,  which  has  been  invested  in  the  state  school  fund  and  yields 
a sufficient  sum  annually  to  keep  the  medical  library  up  to  the 
best  standard. 

SHELDON  MEDICAL  LIBRARY. 

Another  gift  to  the  state  was  the  medical  library  formerly  be- 
longing to  Dr.  S.  E.  Sheldon,  of  Topeka.  This  gift  was  made  in 
1904  by  Mrs.  Ann  Eliza  Sheldon,  to  serve  as  the  nucleus  of  a 
library  to  be  known  as  the  Sheldon  Medical  Library.  Upon  her 
death  a few  years  ago  she  made  a further  contribution  of  $1000 
in  money  for  the  direct  purchase  of  medical  books  to  be  added  to 
the  collection  bearing  her  husband's  name.  This  contribution  is 
now  available,  and  a list  of  books  is  being  prepared  to  meet  the 
expressed  desire  of  Mrs.  Sheldon. 

The  medical  department  also  acknowledges  the  receipt,  as  a 
donation  from  Dr.  A.  W.  Carson,  of  Richland,  Kan.,  of  valuable 
sets  of  standard  medical  periodicals.  These  have  been  bound  and 
added  to  the  permanent  files  of  the  library,  where  they  are  avail- 
able to  practitioners  and  students. 

LEGISLATIVE  REFERENCE  LIBRARY. 

For  the  past  six  years  the  state  has  maintained  a Legislative 
Reference  Bureau  in  connection  with  the  State  Library.  The 
bureau  has  demonstrated  its  usefulness  to  members  of  the  legis- 
lature, state  officers  and  the  public,  and  it  is  a popular  branch  of 
the  general  library  work.  Much  of  the  work  in  this  department 
has  been  confined  to  the  classification  of  legislative  material  and 
arranging  it  in  proper  form  for  reference.  The  documents  of  the 
various  states  have  been  catalogued  and  made  available  to  those 
who  are  investigating  legislative  subjects.  A card  index  has  been 
made  of  all  the  bills  and  resolutions  introduced  in  the  legislatures 
of  1909,  1911  and  1913.  A similar  index  will  be  made  of  the 
transactions  of  the  legislature  of  1915,  showing  the  introduction, 
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consideration  and  disposition  of  the  various  bills.  This  plan  of 
indexing  the  bills  from  day  to  day  has  been  found  to  be  of  great 
benefit  to  the  members  of  the  legislature.  This  service  is  not  in-, 
tended  to  take  the  place  of  the  records  made  by  the  secretary  of- 
the  senate  and  the  clerk  of  the  house,  but  is  supplemental  thereto, 
and  in  a form  believed  to  be  more  convenient  for  daily  reference. 

Prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  session  of  the  legislature  of  1913 
a circular  letter  was  sent  to  each  senator  and  representative,  and 
to  the  state  officers  elect,  advising  them  of  the  help  the  Legisla- 
tive Reference  Bureau  was  prepared  to  afford,  and  requesting 
them  to  make  full  use  of  the  resources  of  the  library.  The  cir- 
cular was  as  follows: 

To  State  Officers  and  Members  of  the  Legislature: 

The  legislature  of  1909  made  an  appropriation,  which  was  renewed  and 
increased  by  the  legislature  of  1911,  for  the  establishment  of  a Legislative 
Reference  Department  in  connection  with  the  State  Library.  This  branch 
of  the  library  is  intended  to  provide  information  and  assistance  to  members 
of  the  legislature,  state  officers,  and  the  general  public  in  matters  of  current 
legislation  and  on  economic  subjects  of  interest  to  lawmakers  and  students 
of  governmental  affairs  in  Kansas. 

The  library  contains  the  laws  in  force  in  all  the  states,  the  reports  of 
federal  and  state  courts,  departmental  reports  of  other  states,  files  of  leading 
magazines,  newspaper  clippings,  and  pamphlet  material  showing  the  general 
trend  of  legislation  throughout  the  country. 

A large  amount  of  material  has  been  collected  on  a variety  of  topics,  such 
as  factory  inspection,  workmen’s  compensation  and  other  labor  questions, 
taxation,  schools,  elections,  banking,  insurance,  public  utilities,  initiative, 
referendum  and  recall,  municipal  affairs,  public  health  and  safety,  trusts, 
and  many  other  questions  of  like  importance.  Reference  lists  have  been 
prepared  showing  the  character  of  the  material  available  in  the  library  on 
these  subjects,  and  an  author  and  subject  index  has  been  made  of  all  the 
bills  introduced  in  both  the  senate  and  the  house  during  the  legislative 
sessions  of  1909  and  1911. 

We  desire  to  make  the  legislative  library  of  the  utmost  use,  and  wish  you 
would  call  upon  us  for  material  on  any  question  in  which  you  may  be  in- 
terested. If  you  will  inform  us  of  any  subjects  you  wish  to  investigate  we 
will  send  to  you,  so  far  as  the  resources  of  the  library  will  justify,  material 
relating  to  such  subjects,  allowing  you  to  retain  it  for  a reasonable  time  for 
study  and  investigation. 

Make  your  inquiries  as  definite  as  possible.  Indicate  the  particular  point 
you  are  investigating.  The  information  sought  will  be  furnished  entirely 
free,  and  without  bias  or  prejudice.  The  department  is  wholly  nonpartisan- 
The  constant  aim  will  be  to  make  the  service  efficient,  accurate  and  helpful 
to  the  legislator  in  the  performance  of  his  duty. 

In  addition  to  utilizing  the  library  by  correspondence,  the  members  of  the 
legislature  are  urged  to  visit  the  library  whenever  it  shall  be  convenient  for 
them  to  do  so,  and  especially  during  the  period  of  the  legislative  session.

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In  addition  to  the  work  performed  with  the  legislators,  the 
Reference  Bureau  has  endeavored  to  extend  its  usefulness  to  the 
people  of  the  whole  state  by  furnishing  information  relative  to 
subjects  of  popular  discussion.  The  newspapers  have  kindly 
assisted  in  giving  publicity  to  the  fact  that  the  library  is  aiming  to 
assist  the  public  in  giving  information  concerning  the  questions 
that  are  being  discussed  throughout  the  country.  Many  of  the 
state  papers  inserted  this  notice  in  their  editorial  columns: 

A department  of  public  information  is  maintained  at  the  State  Library, 
Topeka,  for  the  purpose  of  answering  questions  in  regard  to  the  laws  of  other 
states,  and  to  give,  in  condensed  form,  the  results  of  experiments  and  in- 
vestigations in  the  administration  of  public  affairs,  national,  state  and 
municipal. 

The  State  Library  contains  100,000  books,  law  and  miscellaneous,  in- 
cluding federal  and  state  documents.  It  has  files  of  most  of  the  standard 
magazines,  and  is  well  equipped  with  pamphlets,  reports  of  societies,  mono- 
graphs, and  newspaper  clippings  from  all  sources. 

Any  citizen  who  may  have  a problem  in  mind  concerning  commission 
government,  public  utilities,  education,  banking, 'insurance,  taxation,  or  any 
topic  of  current  interest,  is  privileged  to  write  to  the  bureau  for  such  infor- 
mation and  assistance  as  the  library  affords.  All  questions  will  be  carefully 
considered  and  impartially  answered.  No  charge  will  be  made  for  the 
service,  and  the  public  is  invited  to  make  full  use  of  the  resources  of  the 
library,  either  by  communication  or  through  personal  visits. 

This  notice  brought  numerous  inquiries  to  the  department,  and 
in  response  many  books,  pamphlets  and  special  letters  were  sent 
out.  The  same  character  of  assistance  has  been  furnished  to 
debating  clubs  and  other  organizations  in  the  state. 

In  January  of  the  present  year  the  Legislative  Reference 
Department  issued  a printed  bulletin  on  legislative  systems,  giv- 
ing arguments  for  and  against  the  various  plans  of  legislation  in 
vogue  throughout  the  world.  The  bulletin  contained  144  pages, 
with  complete  bibliography  of  the  subject.  It  has  been  in  great 
demand  by  legislators,  administrative  officers  and  students  of 
governmental  affairs.  Many  universities,  colleges  and  schools 
have  made  the  question  of  legislative  procedure  a subject  of 
debate,  using  the  Kansas  bulletin  as  the  basis  of  such  discussion. 

Another  publication  prepared  in  the  library  this  year  is  a 
complete  index  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Kansas  Bar  Association, 
which  was  printed  by  the  association  as  a part  of  its  transactions 
for  1914. 
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STATE  DOCUMENTS. 

The  library  has  made  every  possible  effort  during  the  past  four 
years  to  complete  its  files  of  documents  from  the  several  states 
and  territories,  and  is  keeping  up  its  collection  from  year  to  year, 
so  that  the  Kansas  lawmaker  or  the  state  official  may  have  the 
benefit  of  the  work  of  other  legislatures  and  departmental  boards. 
The  librarian  is  charged  with  the  duty  of  distributing  the  public 
documents  of  Kansas  to  the  librarians  of  other  states  in  exchange 
for  similar  publications  of  those  states.  Within  the  past  year  the 
following  documents  have  been  distributed  to  the  state  librarians 
and  educational  institutions  which  maintain  an  exchange  arrange- 
ment with  Kansas:

TRAVELING  LIBRARIES. 

The  collection  of  books  in  this  branch  of  the  State  Library  work 
now  numbers  46,600  volumes.  No  other  department  is  growing 
more  rapidly  than  that  devoted  to  the  Traveling  Libraries,  and 
none  is  doing  better  service  to  the  people.  The  greater  part  of 
the  books  are  circulated  in  small  communities  where  there  are  no 
local  libraries,  and  in  school  districts  which  have  not  yet  been 
provided  with  libraries  of  their  own.  Books  are  sent  out  in  small 
trunks  holding  fifty  volumes  each.  During  the  past  two  years 
1225  of  these  trunks  were  sent  out,  or  a total  of  61,250  books. 

Each  library  of  fifty  books  is  made  up  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  a number  of  readers.  There  are  no  printed  lists  or  catalogues  of 
the  books,  but  the  applicant  may  signify  the  nature  of  the  books 
desired,  whether  of  history,  travel,  biography,  poetry,  art,  popular 
science,  essays,  or  fiction,  and  may  send  a list,  which  will  be  filled 
either  with  the  books  named  or  along  the  lines  suggested. 

The  library  may  be  kept  for  six  months,  or  longer  if  the  appli- 
cation be  renewed,  or  may  be  exchanged  at  any  time  for  another 
one,  upon  complying  with  the  specified  requirements.  The  general 
management  of  the  library  during  the  period  of  its  use  is  left  to 
the  judgment  and  discretion  of  the  person  or  organization  making 
the  order.  It  is  expected  that  the  applicant  or  the  local  librarian 
will  see  that  the  books  are  properly  cared  for  and  promptly  re- 
turned. Books  that  may  be  lost  are  to  be  replaced,  or  payment 
made  therefor  to  the  Traveling  Libraries  Commission. 

In  order  to  reach  the  pupils  of  the  public  schools,  the  Traveling 
Libraries  Commission  has  a circular  letter,  which  is  sent  each 
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year  to  all  of  the  county  superintendents,  together  with  blank 
applications  to  be  distributed  to  the  teachers  in  each  county. 
The  circular  letter  is  in  the  following  form: 

To  the  County  Superintendents  of  Kansas: 

The  Traveling  Libraries  Commission  especially  desires  the  teachers  of 
the  state  to  know  that  the  Commission  is  prepared  to  send  out,  to  as  many 
of  the  schools  as  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity,  trunks  of 
fifty  books  each.  They  may  have  the  use  of  a trunk  of  these  books  for  six 
months  by  paying  a fee  of  $2,  and  an  additional  25  cents  per  month  if  they 
wish  to  keep  them  longer  than  the  six  months.  Lost  books  must  be  replaced 
or  payment  therefor  made  to  the  Commission.  Transportation  both  ways 
is  paid  by  the  Commission  from  the  application  fee. 

Although  there  are  no  lists  or  catalogues  of  the  books,  the  schools  ordering 
may  send  a list  or  give  information  as  to  the  nature  of  the  books  desired,  and 
the  Commission  will  endeavor  to  send  to  them  either  the  books  asked  for, 
or  will  substitute  others  as  nearly  related  as  possible.  Miscellaneous  col- 
lections will  be  sent  from  books  now  in  the  library,  or,  when  desired,  books 
from  the  state  reading  circle  list  will  be  added,  so  far  as  the  resources  of  the 
Commission  will  permit. 

The  Commission  especially  desires  to  reach  the  more  remote  schools,  or 
those  whose  access  to  books  is.  the  most  limited,  and  would  request  the 
county  superintendents  to  distribute  this  circular  to  their  teachers  and  to 
make  such  use  of  the  matter  in  it  in  their  weekly  letter  in  the  educational 
department  of  the  newspapers  as  they  may  deem  advisable.  Blank  appli- 
cations for  libraries  are  herewith  enclosed  for  distribution  to  teachers.  Any 
further  information  regarding  the  Traveling  Libraries  may  be  obtained  by 
addressing  the  Kansas  Traveling  Libraries  Commission,  at  Topeka. 

THE  APLINGTON  ART  GALLERY. 

The  Aplington  Art  Gallery,  under  the  management  of  the 
Kansas  Traveling  Libraries  Commission,  is  a collection  of  pictures 
donated  to  the  state  by  Mrs.  Kate  A.  Aplington,  of  Council 
Grove,  Kan.  It  represents  an  expenditure  of  about  $2500  by 
Mrs.  Aplington,  and  several  years  of  unselfish  labor.  The  con- 
ditions under  which  the  galleries  are  circulated  over  the  state  are 
shown  in  the  following  letter  of  information: 

To  All  Friends  of  the  Art  Movement  in  Kansas: 

The  Kansas  Traveling  Libraries  Commission  is  now  prepared  to  send 
Traveling  Art  Galleries  to  schools,  clubs  and  other  Kansas  organizations 
desiring  them.  At  present  five  collections  are  offered,  viz.:  Italian,  Dutch, 
and  Flemish,  French,  English  and  American.  Either  collection  may  be 
ordered  and  retained  for  one  week,  upon  payment  of  a fee  of  $5  to  cover 
transportation  and  rental  charges.  A partial  German  collection  of  thirty 
pictures  is  also  available. 

Each  collection  consists  of  fifty  or  more  reproductions  (in  exhibition 
size)  of  the  world’s  greatest  paintings,  numbered  and  matted  for  hanging, 
with  explanatory  notes  attached,  together  with  careful  directions  for  dis- 
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playing  to  the  best  advantage.  A printed  lecture  accompanies  each  gallery, 
giving  a review  of  the  school  of  art  to  which  it  belongs  and  the  characteristics 
of  the  several  painters  represented. 

Clubs,  schools  and  other  organizations  will  be  permitted  to  arrange  for 
public  exhibitions  of  these  pictures,  and  to  defray  the  expense  thereof  by  the 
sale  of  tickets,  or  other  feasible  plan,  the  net  proceeds  to  be  devoted  to  local 
library  or  club  purposes.  By  this  means  a valuable  and  instructive  collection 
of  pictures  may  be  obtained  to  supplement  the  regular  program  of  a study 
club,  or  to  combine  with  a display  of  school  work  in  penmanship,  drawing,  etc. 

More  than  100  towns  in  Kansas  have  already  profited  by  these  exhibits. 
Experience  has  demonstrated  the  great  value  of  the  pictures  in  an  educational 
way.  They  are  alike  helpful  to  teachers,  students  and  the  general  public. 
For  normal  institutes,  county  teachers’  meetings  and  local  entertainments 
of  various  kinds,  no  more  attractive  and  meritorious  feature  can  be  intro- 
duced. Art  and  literature  are  so  closely  related  that  a knowledge  of  pictures 
is  a necessary  adjunct  of  intelligent  reading  and  study.  The  cooperation  of 
county  superintendents,  boards  of  education,  teachers  and  club  members  is 
solicited  in  extending  the  benefits  and  increasing  the  usefulness  of  the  Travel- 
ing Art  Galleries. 

Full  information  concerning  the  pictures  and  their  management  may  be 
obtained  by  addressing  the  secretary  of  the  Kansas  Traveling  Libraries 
Commission,  Topeka,  Kan.  Requests  for  the  Art  Galleries  will  be  filled  in 
the  order  of  their  receipt,  except  that  groups  of  towns  in  the  same  locality 
will  be  accommodated  in  sequence,  whenever  it  is  possible  to  make  such 
an  arrangement. 

The  department  has  recently  issued  a printed  catalogue  of  the 
Aplington  Art  Gallery,  giving  full  lists  of  the  pictures,  together 
with  a comparative  review  of  the  several  schools  of  art  represented. 
Upon  request  a copy  of  the  catalogue  will  be  sent  to  any  one 
desiring  it.
